Not Clear on Start. 

McDowell was not clear as to how 
the shooting started or who \fired 
the first shot, but he said that while 
the Baldwin-Felts men were going 
to the railroad station, they passed a 
hardware store, about the. door 
Where some'15 men had gathered. 
The first shot was fired from the 
doorway of the store, McDowell tes- 
tified. At this time he was stand- 
ing in front of the station and ran

He said that firing was going on 
all around him, but the only man 
he saw shooting was Reece Cham- 
bers. McDowell, according to his 
testimony, fired three shots at 
Chambers and then made his way 
to Tug river on the edge of the 
town, and crossed over into, Ken- 
tucky. Fully 100 shots were fired. 
he said, in the fight. 

May Chafin, the 17-year-old niece 
of Reece Chambers, was on duty 
in the Matewan telephone exchange 
as operator that day. she testified. 
She heard Sid Hatfield eall Tony 
Webb, who was then chief deputy 
for Sheriff G. T. Blankenship, and 
asked him when warrants could be 
obtained for the arrest of the Bal.- 
win-Felts detectives. She further 
testified that she heard Hatfield tell 
Webb: “We'll them before 
they get out of Matewan.” 

Court Recesses. 

The next witness, Elsie Chambers, 
daughter of Reece Chambers, testi- 
fied to substantially the same thing.

For Wheat Selling 
Adopted by Board 


Chicago, February 12.—A co-op- 
erative, plan fory-the selling of 
wheat was adopted today by the 
executive board of the National As- 
sociation of "Wheat Growers. Mem- 
bers of the board said the plan 
would mean the saving of approxi- 
mately 55 cents a bushel through 
elimination of the. middleman’s 


| profit. 


The growers plan -to establish 
central receiving stations in each 
state where the farmers may send 
their wheat and obtain a receipt 
for it. From these elevators the 
wheat will be sold direct to» the 
millers. Stations for receiving 
wheat. also will be established at 
all large seaports to handle export 
trade, it was announced. 

“The farmers got 41.40. a bushel 
for their wheat which costs from

be forced to stgp raising wheat.

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15 Years’ Ring Service 
Jack Britton Is at Top Form, 
Defending Title Frequently 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

Jack Britton is one of the most 
remarkable champions we've had 
since the days-of the great old- 
timers. At 35 Britton is still in- 
vincible among the welterweights 
and holder of the championship in 
that class. Britton fights more fre- 
quently than any other champion 
in any class. Risking his title is 
mothing to Jack. He does it every 
week or so. He has upset the old 
theory that.“they never come back, 
for he has lost the title and won it 
again from the man who beat him. 
After sixteen years in the ring he 
stills seems to stay at the top of 
his fighting form—a thing that no 
one but the great Bob Fitzsimmons 
ever did before. 

Britton’s real name is William J. 
Breslin, and he is of Irish-Ameri- 
can descent.’ He was born at Clin- 
ton, N. Y., 1885. He began fight- 
ing professionally in 1905 and was 
soon mingling with all the crack 
feathers and lightweights. Just ten 
years ago he suddenly achieved a 
reputation by fighting an eight- 
round draw with Packey McFar- 
land, the master boxer of the light- 
weights in his time. 

Packey always resented Britton’s 
claim to fame on the strength of 
this bout, and two years later met 
him in two ten-round bouts. Packey 
outboxed Britton, although Britton 
had been knocking out a lot of first- 
class lightweights and had deve!lop- 
ed a remarkable degree of skill. But 
Packey couldn't do more than out- 
box Jack. 

Both McFarland and Britton out- 
grew the lightweight class. Packey 
never went after the welterweight 
title, but Britton did. The first of 
his long series of fights with Ted 
Kid Lewis, the clever English wel- 
was fought in 1915, a 
ten-round no-decision affair. That 
same year, in Boston, Lewis won 
over Britton, taking decisions tn two 
twelve-round fights. Lewis claimed 
be * wena Bitton beat Lewis in 20 
rounds, taking the title. He beat 
Lewis a couple of times in twelve- 
round bouts and fought two no-de- 
cision tens and one  no-decision 
Wace, when it was beginning to 
look as if Britton could outpoint 


terweizcht, 


Lewis as long as he cared to, they 
fought twenty rounds at Dayton, 


Lewis won the decision and the 
title. This was in June, 1917. 

Lewis refused to meet Britton 
again in a decision fight for. some 
time, but they boxed two no-de- 
cision ten-rounders and two no- 
decision six-round bouts .in New 
York. Lewis was fighting like a 
champion and had middleweight 
aspirations. He even fought the 
great Mike Gibbons and gave Mike 
the liveliest time of his life for 
ten rounds. 

Britton Came Back. . 

Finally Britton and Lewis met 
again in a twenty-round bout at 
Canton March 17, 1919, and: Jack 
knocked the English fighter out in 
nine rounds and regained the cham- 
pionship, which he has held ever 
since. He and Lewis have fought 
twenty times, 

But Lewis hasn’t been Britton’s 
only notable opponent. Benny Leon- 
ard had a hankering for the welter 
title. As a shrewd business man 
Benny realized that with two titles 
on his string, and a knockout over 
Johnny Kilbane, feather champion, 
he’d be a much greater attraction 
in the movies .or in vaudeville, as 
well as in the ring. But .Benny 
wasn't clever enough to beat the 
veteran welterweight. Britton was 
one boxer who didn’t have to take 
a boxing lesson from Benny. 

After disposing of Lewis, Jack 
Britton did a lot of business with 
Soldier Bartfield, a tough, rugged, 
aggressive opponent who had made 
good fights against Mike Gibbons 
and many other first-class men. He 
fought Bartfield four times in a 
row, on November 11, 16 and 22, and 
December 23, 1919, all no-deéecision 
bouts. 

During the past year Britton has 
traveled around the United States 
like a commercial drummer, and 
there are few fighting towns he 
has missed. 

Jack has cleaned up a fortune in 
the ring. His good luck began when 
Dan Morgan, manager of Knockout 
Brown, read about his eight-round 
draw with Packey McFarland. Mor- 
gan hunted Britton up and asked 
him how much money he had. 

‘Not a nickel to my name,” said 
Britton, expecting a touch. 

“Do you mean to say you aren’t 
making any money after al) the ad- 
vertising you got out of fighting 
Packey to a stand-off?” 

“I’m trying to raise enough to 
buy baby a pair of shoes right now,” 
said Britton. 

Pays to Advertise. 

“Then you need a manager, and 
that’s me,” was Morgan’s decision. 

Morgan began advertising Brit- 
ton's fight with Packey, saying that 
Jack really had Packey whipped, 
and Packey was drawn into an argu- 
ment. People began to talk about

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FOR AMERICA 
TO KEEP CUP 


Boston, February 12.—Defense of 
the America’s cup against the next 
foreign challenge has already De- 
gun, it was announced today. For- 
ward-looking yachting interests af- 
filiated with the New York Yacht 
club, have gone farther to antici- 
pate another international effort 
to lift the cup an any previous 
known attempt to work out yacht- 
ing strategy or design. 

Two model yachts built to a size 
and details unequaled by any work- 
ing models known, were the medi- 
ums of research tests, the results 
of which will probably be reflected 
in the next races for the classic 
cup. The models representing dif- 
ferent theories of construction and 
rig were matched against each oth- 
er under all kinds of wind and 
weather in the isolated waters of 
Cape Cod bay, off Provincetown, in 
a series of races that extended 
Big several months of the fall 
and early winter. 

The models. were nine feet. long; 
the masts stood 15 feet high and 
the boats were built with other di- 
mensions proportionate to Ameri- 
ca’s cup sloop sjecifications. In 
length they were approximately one- 
tenth the size of the Resolute. The 
models cost $3,000 each to build. 
They weighed between 200 and 300 
pounds each. 

The little yachts for the purposes 
of the tests were made to repre- 
sent opposing ideas in sloop archi- 
tecture and were changed from — 
to time to-try out new possibili- 
tise of sail plan and boat balance. 
One carried an approximately nor- 
mal spread and rig of sails during 
most of the tests; the other usu- 
ally Was a freak of sail area and 
arrangement that brought into play 
varying possibilities and theories. 

Actual operation was simulated 
to a degree that made it seem hu- 
man hands were at the wheels of 
the miniature yachts. Instead, a 
mechahism controlled by a clock 
adjustment worked out the move- 
ments of tack And jibe, swinging 


rudder and shifting sail. Designer 
Burgess said that so far,as he knew 
nothing of the kind had been built 
before.

The plan, in accordance with the 
ce-operative systems which have 
been so successful in England, was 
adopted by Co-Operative Rubber 
and Manufacturing company to 
save the tire user a large percent- 
age of the usual cost. 

A guarantee of 8,000 miles on cord 
and 6,000 miles on’ fabric tires is 

iven by the company. “The Co- 
Operative Way” is the slogan ,of 
the corporation, which emphasizes 
the economical advantages of direct 
buying from the factory by the car 
owner. 

The company’s program for the 
expansion of its business is con- 
fined not only to this section, but 
to many of the states throughout 
the country. Already officials of 
the corporatiun have -under con- 
sideration plans for the develop- 
ment of the industry in the middle- 
west and western states. 

“By our system,” an officer of 
the company said, “we deliver to 
the automobile owner our tires and 
tubes at a cost not exceeding that 
of actual production plus a small 
profit to the manufacturer. 

“Our plan is similar to the one 
adopted by the great Co-Operative 
Wholesale Society of England, 
which, according to an issue. of the 
Literary Digest ‘in January, con- 
trols 1,200 retail tores in Great 
Britain.

Sandersville, Ga., February 12.— 
(Special.—An authentic count of 
those dead as the result of the 
cyclone near Oconee Thursday aft- 
ernoon totaled thirty negroes and 
one white boy, according to state- 
ments by C. M. Hodges, county tax 
collector, who returned from Oconee 
Saturday. Twenty-nine of the ne- 
groes were buried today in and near 
Oconee, and one at Toombsboro. The 
plan to bury all in one long grave 
was abandoned as relatives of the 
dead preferred to have their own 
cemeteries. Sixty negroes were en- 
gaged to dig the graves, ond one 
preacher held six funerals at one 
time. 

The situation is being well han- 
dled by the Red Cross forces. An- 
other nurse is expected to arrive 
tonight, to relieve some of those 
now on duty. The wounded who 
were left at Oconee are reported to 


be doing well, and it is not thought 
that any more will die at Oconee. 
Nine in a hospital here, however, 
are in critical condition, and it is 
feared that some of these will die.

‘MAY BE INDICTED 


Assistant District Attor- 
ney Says Indictments 
Are Coming Against 
Auto Squad Men. 


New York, February 12.—Several 
additional indictments against mem- 
bers of the police automobile squad 
will be returned next week, As- 
sistant District Attorney James E. 
Smith, one of former Governor 
Whitman’s aides in the investigation 
of alleged municipal corruption, de- 
clared here today. 

Mr. Smith, who interviewed Frank 
Walsh, confessed automobile thief, 
killed in a whisky holdup near New 
Brunswick, N. J., Thursday night, 
said the dead man had implicated a 
relative of a city commissioner. 
Walsh, Mr. Smith asserted, told 
of paying part of the reward receiv- 
ed on stolen automobiles to this 
man, who in turn, divided it with 
certain policemen. Walsh is also 
said towhave connected certain mem- 
ber& of the automobile squad with a 
band of thieves engaged in car 
thefts and the illicit sale of whisky. 

In commenting upon the death of 
Walsh, Mr. Smith claimed he was 
slain for the suppression of testi- 
mony against persons involved in 
the graft investigation and charac- 
terized the affair as a “second 
Becker case.” 

The death of an Italian and the 
wounding of a woman near police 
headquarters may furnish the incen- 
tive for a separate investigation, 
former Governor Whitman intimated 
tonight. The facts surrounding the 
death of this man, after his visit to 
headquarters, are withheld by the 
police. It is known as he left the 
Building, several men loitering in 
the corridor gave a mafia signal.

Money and Failures

New York, February 12.—Around 
the middle of last December when 
stocks were making new low rec- 
ords day after day and the air here 


in Wall street was as blue as indigo, 
predictions were heard on al! sides 
that immediately after the turn of 
the year many large mercantile fail- 
ures would be announced. But the 
expected failures did not materi- 
alize. Instead, early in January, 
there was a decided improvement 
in sentiment. It was then heard on 
all sides that the money strain which 
was behind last year’s troubles was 
over: that rates for call and time 
loans would work easier. 

Money did work easier. Last 
month for the first time in more 
than a year the rate on call loans 
dropped as low as 4% per cent, and 
there was also an easing in time 
leans and commercial paper. But 
this movement was short lived. Call 
money climbed back to 9 per cent 
and there was a hardening of time 
loans and commercial paper. 

How It Happened. 

What has been going on is now 
plain. Last November and Decem- 
ber the banks were ag f frighten- 

Business men with loans mat- 
turing were forced to pay up. Hence 
the violent liquidation in the com- 
modity and security markets, and 
the predictions of the failures that 
were to occur in retail, wholesale 
and manufacturing lines for those 
who did not take advantage of the 
Christmas holidays to sell out or 
mark down inventories. 

For a time around the turn of 
the year general trade throughout 
the country was at a standstill. As 
a result, unemployed funds flowed 
to Wall street, causing the soften- 
ing of rates on time and call loans 
and commercial paper. Then came 
the widespread improvement in busi- 
ness and the idle money which had 
flowed to Wall street began to flow 
back to industrial centers. Hence 
the hardening of rates. 

Pressure Removed. 


With the widespread improvement 
in general trade the banks recovered 
from their fright and pressure was 
removed from retailers, wholesalers, 
and manufacturers having loans ma- 
turing. Instead of tightening the 
screws after the turn of the year, 
as had been predicted, the banks 
decided that “lame ducks” were to 
be carried and given an opportunity 
to liquidate their large supplies of 
raw or finished inventories. That is 
why the expected failures have not 
occurred.

This with the 
foregoing total and $18,247,000 “‘de- 
preciation of materials covered by 
commitments not heretofore writ- 
ten off,” brings the grand total up 
to $139,000,000. 

What the company proposes to 
do is to sell $25,000,000 first mort- 
gage twenty-year 8 per cent bonds, 
$25,000,000 ten-year 8: per cent de- 
bentures and issue $35,000,000 8 
per cent prior preference stock.

Trouble Temporary. 


Thus it appears that while prior 
to the turn of the new year the 
company was headed straight for 
receivership, it now has a good 
chance of ptlling through. As was 
pointed out two weeks ago, the 
best judges in Wall street believe 
the existing trouble in the ..utomo- 
bile. industry is only temporary, 
due to overextended inventories 
and contracts for future delivery of 
raw materials; that the future of 
the industry for the long pull is 
just as bright as it ever was. 

For other lines of industry the 
situation is the same. Instead of 
putting on the screws creditors in 
general are showing a tendency to 
be more lenient, especially where 
price, liquidation has occurred. As 
a result this week’s figures as of 
February 1 show that during the 
month of January the decline in 
commodities averaged only 2.3 per 
cent, against 7 per cent for De- 
—" and 13 per cent for Novem- 
er. 

Compared With February. 


Compared with February 1, 1920, 
there has been a decline of 40.7 
per cent. But there is still an ad- 
vance of 40 per cent over the pre- 
war level of August 1, 1914. 

On the average our commodity 
prices are now lower than at any 
time since October of 1916, with 
textiles, chemicals and drugs high- 
er than a month ago. But there 
was further liquidation last month 
in provisions, groceries, hides, 
leather, live stock and oils. Since 
February 1 there has been price 
cutting in oil, cement, steel and 
labor. There is going to be more 
price cutting in many lines, includ- 
ine cement, steel, coal and labor. 
But on the whole we have climbea 
down so far much easier than Eng- 
land, France, Japan or any other 
eountry, and with our prices lower 
than theirs, the future looks 
brighter than for many a long day 


Bull Market in Stocks 
Slated Within Few Weeks 


BY C. H. PLATT. 
New York, February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The professional element at 
the commencement of the week just 


closed started in to again try to 
bring about liquidation of stocks, 
but only compleie stagnatign re- 
sulted, and the declines that were 
seen were mostly in direct ratio to 
the amount of short selling that 
took place. Failing tu induce hold- 
ers of stocks to part with them at 
current levels, the shorts then cov- 
ered their commitments. and with 
this covering there wus a niore fa- 
vyorable turn in the mvuncy market 
and as a result prices for many 
stocks had good advances for a 
time. It could not be said that bull 
markets have commenced, however, 
and there is strong probability that 
for two or three weeks yet there 
will be irregular price movements. 

It was noticeable that a moderate 
amount of liquidation was seen in 
some stocks at the higher points 
reached in the past week, also that 
investment buying tended to drop 
off as prices went higher. For the 
present, therefore, it is possible 
that bear pressure will be renewed 
with greater force than has been 
the case in recent weeks, and a 
moderate possibility éxists that 
prices may see lower levels than 
at any time in 1921, although there 
is little possibility that the De- 
cember lows on many of the better 
stocks will be seen again unless 
some unexpected bad news ‘arises 
during the next few weeks. 

The best ovinion on securities at 
the moment seems agreed that to- 
wards the end of the current month 
there will be an improvement in 
the stock niar*et which will Fe sus- 
tained, with probabilities tnat it 
vill run Into a “small bul) markec 
in March, but close observers ¢o 
net think tiat this upward trenc 
wl) a def iitely established for a 
week or two yet and that ‘n_ the 
mecrtime there may -Ce some? sary 
reactions. A feature o1 the market 
recently has been the wide range 
in quotation on a number of usual- 
iy active stocks. Thus some stccks 
that’ might normally be quoted say 
80 1-8 bid, 80 1-4 asked at the clos- 
ing of a market may now be £0 bid, 
81 1-2 asked, which in itself is one 
of the evidences of a sold out mar- 
ket. indicating that there is a 
scarcity of offerings. During the 
heavy buying movement late in 
Mecember and early in January, a

very large volume of stock was 
taken away from the market, some 
of it for long term or permanent 
investment and some of it to be put 
away into strong boxes until mar- 
ket values are very much higher. 


No Estimate. 
There is no way of estimating the 
total buying of this kind in stocks 


which normally have a large float- 
ing supply, but it may have run 
into the tens of millions of shares. 
Thus a certain low. priced oil stock 
which has several million shares 
outstanding normally has a float- 
ing supply of close to two million 
shares, but recent estimates art i 
the current market supply at less 
than a quarter of that figure. If 
all of these reports, some of which 
can be checked up in a way to give 
strong intimation of their correct- 
ness, are true, if there should be a 
real speculative buying movement 
in stocks well started, the market 
might run upwards an Ady tgie & WEF 
ten points or more before it cduld 
be checked. The extreme dullness 
of the market during the last three 
weeks of sagging prices was more 
or less proot that the market sup- 
ply of many stocks was quite low, 
also that holders were indifferent 
to the market and could not be in- 
duced to sell heavily even though 
much pessimism was spread in the 
news about the German stand on 
reparations, the labor difticulty, 
Siowness of the business improve- 
ment and other disquieting news, 
on top of which the bears several 
times vigorously raided the market. 

It was very plain that only the 
continued tightness of money had 
prevented increased demand for 
stocks during preceding weeks, 
hence with the first hint that the 
Strain. on the money market was 
passing, for the time at least, tnere 
Was an eager rush for stocks by tn. 
vestors, speculators and _ shorts 
wishing to cover. 

The government withdrawals of 
funds from several of the larger 
money centers have continued to 
drain some liquid funds, but _in- 
creasing supplies of loanable mon- 
ey have been sent to New York and 
other centers from rural districts, 
having been released by ren@wed 
heavier selling of grain, cattle and 
cotton.

is the strongest reason to expect 
that within a month or two, at the 
longest, money, rates will go ma- 
terially lower and will tend to stay 
down. There is an outlook for cal! 
money in this center at under 6 
per cent in the next 60 days and 
that time funds will get down to 
well below a 6 per cent basis. 


Rediscount Rte. 

It is also predicated by some 
banking interests that the federal 
reserve bank rediscount rates will 
be down to 6 per cent before April 
1. There is an enormous amount of 
credit still “frozen. throughout the 
country, but it is slowly being re- 
leased, While coincident with such 
improvement there has been a de- 
pera demand for funds from 
many industries which have seen 
business getting onto a basis where 
much less working pital is need- 
ed. The easing tendency in money 
rates is expected to continue for a 
loing period, with occasional reac- 
tions upwards, with many banking 
authorities predicting that in a 
year or two there may be periods 
when time funds will be on a 4 per 
ecent basis and lower and when call 
money will lend at 2 per cent. The 
wonderful improvement in the con- 
dition of the banking system of the 
country which has been shown in 
the last eight weeks, if it continued 
at the same pace, would make such 
low rates possible in a few months. 
It is not probable that the same 
acceleration will be seen, however, 
although steady improvement is 
probable, as there is an outlook 
for increased need for funds in 
commerce and industry in the next 
few weeks, 

Business in general has continued 
to show slight improvement, al- 
though some lines are still suffer- 
ing from price cuts. This is most 
notable ip the steel industry, where 
there are hints that a price war be- 
tween leading units is possible; in 
the oil industry where _ further 
sharp reductions in crude oil prices 
were made, and in sugar, where 
there are intimations that prices 
will continue downward for some 
time. In lines where there are 
evidences that the bottom, or near 
to it, has been reached, a better 
inquiry is noted and several im: 
portant industries report that re- 
cent business has been better than 
for a number of months. The sh6e, 
leather, copper, textile and gar- 
ment trades report an improved 
business and a much more optimis- 
tic outlook. Minor improvement 
has been nottd in the rubber, tire, 
chemical, chain store and mail or- 
der and automobile trades. The 
shipping industry is not showing 
any improvement, however, nor any 
immediate sign that such its at 
hand. It is still the general belief 
of those closets to trade and indus- 
try as a whole, however, that with- 
in a few weeks more there will be 
an easily discernible improvement 
throughout all lines, with few ex- 
ceptions. 


Foreign Trade Outlook. 


The outlook for more stable con- 
ditions in foreign trade circles and 
the prospect of a better settlement 
of the reparations question with 
Germany than had seemed probable 
until a few days ago were reflect- 
ed in a strone market for foreign 
exchange. Sterling was stronger 
than most other foreign currencies. 

Several new bond flotations were 
made during the past week, includ- 
ing several railroad issues, There 
was a good demand for them, with 
practically all oversubscribed as 
soon as books were opened, There 
has been so much new financing in 
the last month, however, that the 
investment market is not as clear 
as was the case a few weeks ago. 
There were a number 
offerings which went largely 
the hands of dealers rather than 
to investors direct, and as the deal- 
ers ar@® attempting to market them 
at higher prices, this has tended 
to saturate the market, for’ the 
moment, with bonds for sale. There 
are indications. however, that after 
several weeks during which invest- 
ment buying in the open market 
decreased in volume as compared 
with the enormous demand that had 
been seen in the first two weeks 
of the current year, that this buy- 
ing wil? again be seen in very 
large volume. If it does appear 
the market supply!of unsold bonds 
from recent flotations 
should be quickly cleared away and 
the way paved for further heavy 
new financing. 

Further cuts in crude oil have 
been made, with Oklahoma-Kansas- 
Texas oil down to $1.75 a barrel as 
compared with $3.50 less than a 
month ago, which is the most rapid 
price decline recorded in any in- 
dustry, especially as the total an- 
nual production of oil in -this.sec- 
tion of the country is above 200,- 
000,000 barrels. The price cuts are 
expected to cause great decrease in 
new teeth for oil and as consump- 
tion in 1921 is expected to equal if 
not surpass last year, there is a 
strong indication that before mid- 
summer crude oil prices will be ad- 
vanced sharply from present levels, 
with some predictions that quota- 
tions will be higher before August 
than they were prior to recent cuts. 


Cotton and Metals. 


The copper market has shown 
signs of improvement for several] 
weeks, but is still to show actual 
material increase in business book: 
ed. There have been inquiries for 
large amounts of the metal before 
the market tor domestic consumers, 
while negotiations have been pend- 
ing for some time relative to 
financing some large exports.

Harris Says Fordney Bill 


Will Increase Living Cost 


BY JAMES A, HOLLOMON 
Washington, February 12.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Senator William J. Harris 
made the following statement on 


the Fordney emergency tariff bill 
today, now before the senate: 
“The provisions of the pending 
Fordney bill are little known to the 
general public, so far as turning 
the rates into actual money and 
adding those sums to the consum- 
er. The Georgia farmer has little 
chance for assistance in the pro- 
posed measure, and peanuts is the 
only product in our state affected 
to any extent. In the case of cot- 


ton seed oil, the raw product has 


passed from the hands of the farm- 
er, and the life of the proposed tar- 
iff is only ten months which does 
not give full time for the next 
crop. 

“There is no-protection for cot- 
ton aS grown in the south, because 
a great volume is exported. The 
various products of the western 
farmers get large rates under the 
bill. 

Figures Presented 

“Interesting figures can be pre- 
sented_om the estimated cost to the 
family household by adding’ the 
proposed Fordney rates to many 
articles which comprisy the dhily 
meal. Figures have been compiled 
by a high government expert show- 
ing the weekly budget for a family 
of six me ers for certain arti- 
cles mentioned in the Fordney bill.

A boys’ club established to help 
working boys to a better physical 
and cultural development, is defi- 
nitely planned for Atlanga and has 
its inception in the appropriation 
of $2,500 from the treasury of the 
Rotary club, sponsoring the move- 
ment, for the foundation of the club 
and jts operation for three months. 
The Rotarians also underwrote $7,-

Interested in Work. 

The Rotary clubs of thé United 
States have interested themselves 
for a long time in aiding”bgys to 
reach success in life and ve de- 
yoted much of their activity to this 
phase of work, especially that part 
of which brings the boyhood of the 
city in personal contact with the 
business men. Atlanta Rotarians, 


during the years of their existence 
here, have among other tings or- 
anized-a band of working boys 
n which 150 are enrolled and are 
being trained; many boys have been

LACK OF LEADER 
DELAYS CONGRESS 


Need of Systematic Re- 
publican Leadership II- 
lustrated in Jam of Leg- 
‘islation. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 

Washington, February 12.—(Spe- 
elal.)——With only fifteen legislative 
days left before the close of the 66th 
congress, the republican side of the 
house is in a condition of open re- 
bellion and the legislative tide in 
the republican controlled senate is 
sorely jammed by factional politics. 
In the meantime not a single one 
of the dozen or more government 
supply or appropriation bill for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, is as 
yet enacted into law, and only two, 
the sundry civil and the district 
bills, have as yet even passed the 
senate. These two are in confer: 
ence. 

The whole trouble is the abso- 
lute lack of systematic, co-ordinat- 
ing republican leadership in either 
body, the fight for mastery with 
the incoming administration in pat- 
ronage control, legislative and exe- 
cutive policies and international al- 
liances being of such an overpower- 
ing nature as to block legislation 
at the expense of the taxpayers of 
the country, and to make non-par- 


tisan national affairs, oi: construc- 
tive value to ali the people, of sec- 
ondary consideration. It is a dan- 
gerous party precedent think many 
of the old conservative war horses 
of the republican party, 
looking on with powerless alarm, 
but it is only the sequence of a nat- 
ural scramble for personal recogni- 
tion after. a lapse of eight years 
from an administration pie counter. 
New Rule in House. 

The trouble in the house arises 
from the new rule regarding appro- 
yriations, vesting as it does with 
he one appropriations committee 
all of the appropriations of all the 
committees, thus automatically 
withholding frem the several im- 
portant committees of the house, 
where all appropriations must orig- 
inate, their most cherished function- 
ing powers, as heretofore exercised. 
Hence the anomalous situation that 
is existing on the floor daily of a 
committee chairman, as for instance 
Butler, of the naval affairs commit- 
tee, fighting by points’of order and 
other rebellion. Tactics, the naval 
appropriation. The same existed as 
to the general military bill, the lat- 
ter committee being particularly on 
the war path tn a fight for legisla- 
tive features that a bill, coming out 
of the appropriations committee per 
se cannot carry. 

Whether in the republican organ- 
ization of the 67th congress this 
rule will be changed or not is prob- 
lematical. Many old committe mem- 
bers, who are not of the chosen 36 
of the appropriations committee, 
will fight it.

At that time 
Mr. Flood, in denying charges by 
republican members that the war 
department’s attitude was unfavor- 
a@le to the investigation, declared 
the only refusal was in the case of 
Hill and Lindsey, who were seek- 
ing @ertain secret records contain- 
ing the settlement of contracts.

Young Matrons’ 
Club of Winder. 


Brief history of the Young Ma- 
trons’ Federated club of Winder, Ga. 

In February, 1909, twelve years 
ago, several frienis met and de- 
cided to organize a club of young 
married women, which they called 
tae Youig Matrons’ zlub. Until this 
ti:ue there had been re social club 
ef this nature in our little citv 

These matrons invited other na- 
trons who were mutual friends to 
become members until the member- 
Ship was increased to twenty. 

Since that time several have left 
to make their homes in other cities, 
so that the membership now num- 
bers fifteen. We have been very 
fortunate in having lost only one 
member by death. 

When this club was organized it 
was simply as a social club, but in 
October, 1918, three years ago, we 
decided to federate and _ identify 
Oursevles with the work the fed- 
erated clubs of Georgia dare en- 
gaged in, and since that time we 
have been a part of this great or- 
Zanization. Our club -being small 
in number, we have not been able 
to accomplish all the things a club 
of larger membership could have 
acomplished, but the two things we 
have stood for. principally have 
phe civic improvement and educa- 
ion, 

In yarious ways we have given 
material aid to the city officials in 
trying to make our little city more 
attractive as well as sanitary, hav- 
ing placed over the business sec- 
tion of the city a@ number of garb- 
age cans and fly traps, and plans 
are now being made to beautify 
some vacant lots. by putting out 
shrubbery, flowers and other plants 
which we hope will be an improve- 
ment in that way. 

As to education, we have contrib- 
uted. numbers of times to different 


|causes for the benefit of our Win- 


der public schools, as well as send- 
ing a check each year to our own 
federation school—the Tallulah 
Falls school—and have contributed 
also to a fund for Agnes Scott col- 
lege. .Last year we organized a 
circulating library among the mem- 
bers of the club and are making 
plans to procure a-room for the 
use of our club, in the new Barrow 
county courtheuse, which will soon 
be completed. 

During the war we bought Lib- 
erty bonds, helped with the Red 
Cross work and contributed in ev- 
ery way possible to the welfare and 
comfort of our soldiers: practiced 
thrift and conservation along all 
lines, and expect to continue this 
practice of thrift. 

At the north Georgia fair held in 
Winder last October our club won 
first prize of $25 for the prettiest 
float entered. At the last business 
meeting of the club it was decided 
to buy the manuals and take ad-- 
vantage of a nurses training course 
of six weeks to be given by the Red 
Cross nurse of Barrow county. 

We are looking forward with 
much pleasure to the district meet 
ing of the federated clubs of ‘he 
ninth district to be held with us n 
the spring, for we feel sure-it will 
be a great inspiration and benefit 
to our club.

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Plan of Literature Committee 


Announced by Mrs. Garner 


Miss Virginia Garner, chairmanofhas also done graduate work” at 


literature, announces her programs 
for the year’s work as follows: 

They include studies of the Shake- 
spearian drama, the evolution of 
the modern drama, the Celtic re- 
vival, the Romantic movement, 
southern literature, American hu- 
mor and the literature and history 
of Russia. One program is devoted 
to topics of current interest; an- 
other gives special attention to 
southern problems. 

The numbers of each program are 
enlivened by carefully selected read- 
ings, songs, dramatizations and 
topics for discussion. One year 
book, devoted to the study,of mod- 
ern drama, contains questions on 
each play. 

The study’ of the Shakespearian 
drama affords a very interesting, 
informing and varied program for 
the entire year. The evolution of 
the drama—Greek, Roman and Eng- 
lish—is traced briefly to the great 
climax, the Shakespearian era. The 
tragedies and comedies of Shake- 
speare are considered apart. The 
great mind and art of the dramatist 
is summed up in the final program 
of this division, “Shakespeare as a 
Dramatic Artist.” 

Since the drama has become so 
great a factor, not only in the realm 
of pure art, but also in the develop- 
ment of social ideals, in the prog- 
ress of reform and indeed in the 
expression of growth in almost 
every department of life, this sub- 
ject is felt to be one of the widest 
interest and one upon which all 
club women should be informed. 
Miss Garner has therefore prepared 
three programs on various phases 
of the modern drama. 


Modern Drama. 


In the general course in modern 
drama a survey is made of typical 
dramatists of each country. Norway 
is represented by Ibsen; Russia, by 
Tolstoy; Germany, by Hauptman and 
Sudermann; England, by Shaw, Pi- 
nero, ‘Galsworthy and “others; Ire- 
land, by Lady Gregory, Yeats and 
Synge; America, by Augustus Thom- 
as, Clyde Fitch and others. 

One of the most charming year 
books is devoted entirely to the 
Celtic renaissance, a subject which 
has perhaps aroused more enthusi- 
asm and interest in the literary 
world in recent years than any oth- 
er movement, It is the most impor- 
tant outcome of the development of 
the national spirit in Ireland. The 
nationalistic drama is represented 
by Yeats and Synge. Nationalistic 
poetry by Hyde, Ryan and Sheehan; 
and the Irish peasantry is depicted 
in the plays of Lady Gregory, Synge

third regional department of the National League of Women Vaters | 
was the definiteness of the message brought by these able women, who | 


represented the several states of the third region, and who came from 


many different centers where the women of the nation are now exer- | 
The majority of women members | 


cising their privileges as voters. 
have belonged to these organizations which have existed over 50 
years in this country, and which have pioneered the movements 
which resulted in the women of the nation becoming citizens. 

The League of Women Voters, in the meantime, has brought to 
its forces the women of many other organizations, which have worked 
under different names, but all to the end of a national prosperity in 
which women have been participants. Having had the training which 
has come to them ir their toil and sacrifices for the cause of women 
and children in their every relation,’ these women may be said to be 
“Tried and True” in the cause of women. They have had advantages 
of a training which is serving them well now in their first effort as 
citizens, and this fact accounts for the’ very definiteness of their 
message. They know what they want—they know how to ask for it— 
and they know where to go to get it. ; 

At the various sessions of their conference here the past week, 


they had a program, which not only presented the purposes of their F 
organization, and the departments through which they are working,’ 


but they brought forth in the reports made from the different states in 
the third region, showed just what the status of woman, as a citizen, 
is in those states and they brought out from leading women in other 
regions of the country just what their status is. 

Finally they had addresses which stood for the carrying influence 
of the organization in emphasizing the subjects which are being 
studied and worked for through legislation, organization ee citizen- 
ship. 

This organization, the Nationa] League of Women Voters, may be 
said to stand for the expression of women in the transitory period, 
which is now on; that period which marks the coming into citizenship 
of all women, which is necessitating that the message of their citizen- 
ship, in all its importance, be extended through organization, for the 
purpose of producing an intelligent citizenship and for the acquire- 
ment, at once, of that legislation which women see is necessary to get 
them rights as women and as the mothers of the race. 

Legislative measupes which women voters are trying to get 
through the federal government hinge upon the rights of women and 
children. The same. rights are being asked through state and munici- | 
pal legislation; for, as brought out in the several able addresses made 
by the women leaders here, though women are citizens, certain laws 
will have to be changed or amended which give women the human 
right of equal guardianship of their children. These laws are being 
asked for, through state and federal legislation. The women are, 
likewise, ‘asking for a larger appropriation to provide for the conser- 
vation of that greatest national asset—the child—which must be 
looked after before and after its birth. Statements made and Sta- 
tistics quoted, showed that the death rate of young children is enor- 
mous and that through this condition annually the nation is deprived 
of hundreds of thousands of little citizens. National legislation is 
being asked for that will provide for women in maternity. 

In contrast to the amount of a little over $271,000 which is alloted 
in the bureau of labor for child protection is $6,000,000 appropriated 
for animal conservation and $2,000,000 for plant congervation. 

“Why, if this amount is given for animal and plant conservation, 
cannot the child—the great human asset—have more protection in the 
period of his life when the utmost care is necessary, and when the 
mother of the child should have the protection the nation and the 
state owe the mother of the race?” is what the women voters ask. 

Through the woman's joint congressional committee this legisla- 
tion is being worked for in Washington. On this committee of eleven 
are representatives of every element of women; those of the so-called 
leisure class, those of the professional and business world and those 
drown from women in industry and women in every avocation. 

While these eleven women rk on this committee in Washing- 
ton, there is under the League of ‘Women Voters an extension work 
which is endeavoring now to draw from the women of every state in 
organization legislative workers, so that while this joint congressional 
committee presents the cause in Washington, they are being backed 
by the sympathy, inspiration and energy of women citizens in every 
state. , 
The mother’s pension bill, where it has not been passed in the 
states, is pending or being initiated in legislative bodies. In certain 
states where laws are particularly discriminating against women, ef- 
forts are being made to have them changed or rectified, or entirely 
new bills are being put in which will give women the rights df equal 
guardianship and certain property rights they have not in many states. 

Especially is the body of women, both in Washington and in the 
states working for legislation that will guarantee child welfare, whether 
that welfare comes through better health laws, better school facilities 
or better social laws generally: 

Though this program is, in itself, extensive one, it has been so 
defined and so organized in its departments it is easy to make the mes- 
sage of the League of Women Voters a clear one. The program was 
clearly and forcefully set forth, and right here a tribute may be most 
appropriately expressed toward the women the national league has 
been fortunate in securing for leaders.

Interesting Address, 

After expressing her appreciation 
of the reception the women voters 
had received in Atlanta and her 
appreciation of the chivalry of the 
men she had met, Mrs. Werlein re- 
ferred to moments of thoughtful- 
ness she had frequently spent in 
her beautiful tropical garden in 
Louisiana.

The true type of a specialist, as 
differentiated from the popular idea 
of what a’ specialist is, bad striking 
exemplification at the third region 
ference. League of Women 
Voters, last week in the person of 
Miss Mary McDowell, of Chicago. 

Her frofession is social settle- 
ment, and has been for thirty years, 
her headquarters and home back 
of the stockyards, 

Yet she was consulted by muni- 


cipal leaders and students of civics, 
engineers and lawyers, employment 
managers, women leaders in organi- 
zation, all about their special in- 
terests, and all came away with 
more knowledge than they had be- 
fore about their own  paticular 
line of work. 

Yet Miss McDowell always end- 
ed her remarks with the statement: 
“But I am not an expert. I found 
out these things. through my in- 
tg as a citizen, not as a special- 

gy 


edge, however, traces back to her 
social work as the impulses that 
started her research, whether in the 
direction of the garbage question, 
the acquirement of languages or the 
science of gindusfrial administra- 
tion. In offer ords her special 
knowledge is no circumscribed 
thing, within the narrow limits of 
One phase of a subject, but she sees 
that her®particular work is part of 
a system, and that she must know 
the system to get the right per- 
spective on her particular part of it. 


Women in Industry. 

Miss McDowell accepted the chair- 
manship of the committee on Wom- 
en in Industry for the National 
League of Women Voters with the 
same modesty with which she de- 
nies her expertness on‘subjects with 
which She is s6 famiilar that she 
can teach experts. 

“I will take the chairmanship pro- 
vided I can get on my committee 
women like Mary Van Cleek, Mary 
Anderson, Grace Abbott,” ghe said, 
“because they are experts,” and 
these are some of the women who 
have collaborgted with Miss Mc- 
Dowell in the compilation of protec- 
tive standards which willbe reecom- 
mended by the committee to the na- 
tional league, and when acted upon 
by the national body will form 
their program of legislative recom- 
mendation to congress. 

These recommendations are 
numerous, but all hinge on the 
ideals of standard working hours in 
industry; a minimum wage de- 
termined on the cost of living: equal 
wages for equal work; a merit sys- 
tem in federal, state and local ap- 
pointments and promotions, free 
from discrimination on the grounds 
of sex, and finally recognition of 
women in a,federal bureau designed 
for research and recommendation 
regarding all matters of wage, 
hours and merit, regardless of sex. 

Bight-Hour Work. 

“The elght-hour law for women 
in industry !s bound to come,” said 
Miss McDowell, “although it has op- 
position from many employers and 
many women workers. 

“With the business man the bal- 
ance sheet is omuged to be” his 
gauge of whether a thing is profit- 
able or destructive. The substitu- 
tion of the eight-hour day for the 
ten looks to him Jike a correspond- 
ing falling off in production, in 
spite of statistics and other people’s 
proofs to the contrar and’ only 
his own experience converts him. 

“The opposition of the women 
workers is due, of course, to the 
limiting of their earning time. But 
consideration of their health and 
their value ‘to the future as moth- 
ers must come first. And the fight 
for legislation for the minimum 


wage, based on the cost of living, 
will accompany. or follow close on

For the Unskilled. 

“The campaign of the League of 
Women Voters and the other na- 
tional organizations allied with 
them in this movement for the bet- 
terment of working conditions for 
women in industry,” continued Miss 
McDowell, “is not undertakén for 
the sake of the skilled worker, be- 
cause she gets good wages, and her 
work is usually done’ under condi- 
tions more favorable to endurance 
of long hours, if she has them. 

“But our proposed legislation Is 
designed primarily to save from 
illshealth, or even the scrap heap 
the young woman whose constitu- 
tion is not yet established, but 
whose lack of training fits her only 
for the unskilled and most dis- 
agreeable jobs. 

Immigrant Problem. 

“ft have seen so much of this last 
type in the stockyards in a 
young immigrant women, speaking 
no word of English, and working se 
hard at such dirty work, and at 
such low wage that they are ripe 
for any kind of agitation. While 
they know no English, the word 
goes around among them like an 
electric spark that the men have 
had their pay raised a cent and a 
half an hour higher than that of 
the women doing the same work, 
and the women strike. 

“Were there an equal pay law, and 
a minimum wage the chances of 
strikes among this unskilled ele-. 
ment at least would be lessened. 
You can’t reach them by argument, 
they are so ignorant, and ag soon 
as they begin to learn they get out 
of this class of work into some- 
thing better, and are followed into 
the work they leave by others as 
ignofant as themselv@s. Better 
conditions for them, standardized, 
would thus redound to the interest 
of the employer, as well as thee 
employee.” 

Women Man®gers. 

Speaking on the subject of the 
women employment manager or de- 
partment manager where there are 
women in industry, Miss McDowell 
was equally emphatic in her views. 

“The reaNy scientific managers 
of industry,” she said, “all put hu- 
manity ahead of science—or more 
correctly speaking, the science of 
management is the science of deal- 
ing with the human element, and, 
therefore, the manager who knows 
his science knows that a woman 
mahager can best deal with. 

“But whenever I have been con- 
sulted by employers about the ini- 
tiation of the woman manager, es- 
pecially where there are grave con- 
ditions to be corrected, I always 
suggest that the employer, in se- 
curing the women employment 
manager, look for the oman who 
will be superior to a the men 
around her, and where the foreign 
element among the women workers 
is large, that she be able to speak 
to them in their own tongue.”

Travelers’ Aid Work. 


The meeting of the Travelers’ Aid 
was held at Central Congregational 
church the second Wednesday of the 
month as usual. The reports pre- 
sented by the agents at the rail- 
road stations showed that 2,137 per- 
sons, large and small, rich and 
poor, had received assistance in 
some form during the month of Jan- 
uary. Of this number 871 were 
women, 510 were girls, 90 children, 
82 boys, 373 men and 211 were moth- 
ers with children. For 150 relatives 
or friends were located, 273 were 
placed on street car or taxi, 186 
were directed to hotels or boarding 
places, 272 were placed on trains, 32

W elfare of Womenand Children | 


he. following communication on 
welfare of women and children is 


from the state chairman, Mrs. Ru- 


fus Brown: 

Every chapter member should be 
vitally interested in informing her- 
self concerning what is being done 
through our various women’s or- 
ganizations, for the uplift of wom- 
en and children. 

Children are the most important 
factors in the life of our nation, 
and they have a claim upon us 
which we cannot fail to meet. We 
are told that every child has a 
right to be well born; to be edu- 
cated; to be protected by child la- 
bor laws; to be morally. safeguard- 
ed and to be spiritually trained. 
This being so, it is the obligation 
of every member of our organiza- 
tion to co-operate in every way 
possible with the state health de- 
partment, and to assist in establish- 
ing baby health centers in the 
towns and cities of our state. 

In a number of our cities, these 
health centers exist, where moth- 
ers are instructed in caring for 
their babies and young ~children, 
and in the preparation of food. 


Here, in the baby clinics, they are 
weighed, measured, exXamined . by 
physicians, and a chart filed con- 
taining the data concerning each 
child. 

If we would preserve the health 
of the children in our midst, we 
must aid in this protection of child 
life. I would urge that every chap- 
ter endeavor to procure a county 
demonstrator, who wil] visit among 
the homes in the rural 


carrying to the women a larger 
knowledge of the science of house- 
keeping. 

Let us work together with ear- 
nestness and perseverance to help 
in bringing about such conditions 
as shall provide better homes for 
children; and also better health and 
playground recreation, that these 
little ones shall receive the train- 
ing that is their rightful heritage. 

Please, madam regent, kindly ad- 
vise me concerning any work that 
is being done by your - chapter 
along these lines, and it shall be 
my pleasure to co-operate with you 
in every way possible, that we may 
perform a real, definite service for 
our communities.

Mr. Ince’s permission for this change was given 
largely because he is impressed with the south as 
a field for the discovery of real motion picture 
talent.

Picture Industry, endeavored to 
prove that it is perfectly all right 
to show pictures of Charlie Chaplin 
teaching a boy to break windows so 


the custard king, himself, could get 
the job of fixing them, as in his 
latest picture, “The Kid,” and fur- 
thermore, that If the reformers had 
their way the plays of Shakespeare 
could not be produced on the screen. 

“Romeo and Juliet would be bar- 
red,” he declared, “because of the 
suicide of Juliet. Othello could not 
be produced because in it a white 
woman married a negro. 

“Even the life of Christ could not 
be shown because it would carry 
scenes of murder and brutality.” — 

Mr. Brady was met by a violent 
counter attack. 

Calls for Order. 

The scene became so tntense that 
the chair was forced to order hiss- 
ing and applauding by spectators 
stopped. Mr. Brady lost his poise 
several times. So did the reform- 
ers. The debate, itself, centered on 
the proposal to more strictly rez- 
ulate moving pictures—‘“blue law 
censorship’—the producers deemed

versy, the rea) fireworks were set 
off by Brady, Judge Thomas Hur- 
ley, of Chicago, and Dr. William S.

“Night life is as essential to a 
city’s progress as day life,” says A! 

Cabaret is as necessary as a de- 
partment store. 

A Matter of Taking. 

Take it from the blonde lady whv 
sings “Oh, Mamma, Papa’s,Getting 
Wild,” Al is right. 

“You can see with half an eye 
that Chicago’s on the bum right 
now,” says “Babe” Stewart, one of 
the town’s rymthic yodelers. 

The profesh-dancers, warblers 
and fancy steppers—are all keye 
up at the prospect of overtime, with 


pay. 

Take it from the Chicago associa- 
tion of commerce, it is a matter 
worth consideration—and it will be 
considered at a special meeting— 
especially the effect of lack of 
“night life” on visitors. 

Al says 100,000 visitors come to 
Chicago every day and after mid- 
night they have no place to go, ex: 
cept some cheap beanery or a chop 
suey restaurant. “That's why they 
like to go to New York—it’s alive.’ 
says. Al. 

ake it from the loop hotel man- 
agers, Al’s idea Is o. k., with res- 
ervations. “There’s nobody down 
town after 11 o’ctock,” 
“The people have forgotten how to 
stay up all night.” 
A Matter of Drinking. 

“I’m skeptical of the ‘demand 
for night life.” says Eugene By- 
field, of the College Inn.

Take it from the ministers, Al’s all. 
wrong. Al’s trying to undo all their 
good work. Crime has always been 
associated with the cabaret and ez- 
pecially the “all night” restaurant.

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Parting World-Wide Scenes at the Movie Studio 
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HE wide world is the province 
of the art director of a great 


organization producing mo- 


tion pictures. He knows that some 
time or other he will be called on to 
produce scenes from many obscure 
corners of the far flung map, and he 
is in constant preparation for such an 
ordeal. 

This preparation, insofar as it con- 
cerns Robert M. Haas, art director of 


the Paramount eastern studios and his® 


staff of assistants, entails a never-end- 
ing study of architecture, decoration 
and the arts, ancient and modern. For 
in addition to the breadth of geogra- 
phy that Mr. Haas is obliged to kow 
intimately in order that he may not be 
guilty of error, there is the wider 
range of time. 

“The art department,” said Mr. Haas 
recently, “begins at a place in the Gar- 
den of Eden, at a time just before 
Eve filched the apple and ends? ... 
Well, we haven’t arrived at the end 
yet, but if a halt were called right now 
and a reckoning ‘made, I believe it 
would be seen the art department has 
reached at least as far as sets for next 
year’s musical productions.” 

All Ages Portrayed. 

And it wasn’t a far-fetched state- 
ment, at that. History and geography 
in their application to humanity lit- 
erally are turned wrongside out for 
the screen. This is as it must be if 
~gstories are to be produced with realis- 
tic and artistic backgrounds. The art 
department forms the great backstop 
before which the darlings of the 
sereen cavort, the garden in which 
the rare flowers blossom. 

No period in man’s development, 
from the stone age to the present, or 
“no patch of ground between the two 
poles is so remote that it is not rep- 
resented for the screen.in some pro- 
duction. The art department probes 
into shadowy realms of mythology “ 
week and the next is hewing a pa 
into some damp jungle that it may re- 
yeal the atmosphere of each. 

Versatility is the keynote of this lit- 
tle known branch of motion picture 
production. It is impossible for an art 
dircetor to have traveled to “all the 


eeenrries where his scenes are laid 
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or to have lived in all the ages whose 
life he attempts to preserve for the 
screen. To do so he would need the 
Seven League boots and at the same 
time, enjoy the benefits of .a reincarna- 
tion through all ages. These are be- 
yond the realm of the artist, whois not 
& magician, but only an artist and a 
student. 


Enormous Sums Spent. 
“Idols of Clay,” a recent George 
Fitzmaurice picture produced in. the 
eastern studios is a fair example of 


what is demanded of Mr. Haas’ depart- 
ment in the way of versatilitye The 
production, lavish to a degree, neces- 
sitated the expenditure of an enormous 
sum of money, not the least of which 
went in the construction of its many 
scenes. These scenes included the abode 
of a beach comber and his daughter on 
a South Sea island, gambling hells in 
the Strait Settlements, a London mu- 
sic hall, interiors and exteriors of 
English country and town residences 
and last, as a final hurdle, the throne 
room in Buckingham Palace with the 
entire court of King George present all 
in one picture. ~ 
Other recent achievements of this 
department were the production of a 
Venetian street scene, in which all the 
arched bridges in gondolas, a battle 
scene between two factions in a South 
American revolution, a ranch house in 
Australia, stage and cabaret scenes so 
numerous and so lavish that space re- 
strictions prevent a description, a fire 


scene on the lower East Side in New~- 


York City, several jail and prison 
scenes and many others. All of the 
above, beginning with the Venetian 
scene, and excepting one prison scene, 
which, was taken at Sing Sing, were 
erected invthe studio. In the Venice 
scene the floor was flooded with water 
after the set had been erected-and the 
director worked in his hip boots. . 
Requires Much Research Work. 
Weather conditions in the vicinity 
of the eastern studios do not lend 
themselves as well to motion picture 
exterior scenes as those in California, 
and many scenes which sould be taken 
outdoors on the West Coast must bo 
made in the studio in. the East. When 
exteriors are built, ag ip the cast of 
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the set of the Scotch village of Thrums 
in “Sentimental Tommy” they must he 
erected staunchly if they are to with- 
stand the elements. Before building 
the reproduction of the Scotch town 
Haas and his department buried them- 
selves for days in a_ study of the 
geography and architecture of , the 
Scotch town in which Barrie’s famous 
story is centered. Roads were cut in 
the side of the hill, stone walls built 
and the houses erected solidly as sey- 
eral weeks were to be consumed in 
producing the picture. 
Eliminating Mistakes. 

The bugbear of the art department Is 
anachronism; the guiding line, sim- 
plicity.. In the designing of period 


scenes infinite care is taken that an 
error in setting, drapery, furniture or 
costume does not rear its ugly head. 
Than the American public there is no 
more squamish creature, in the matter 
of motion pictures. While the great 
mass of those who view a production 
may ‘de in ignorance of faults pertain- 
ing to production, invariably the mis- 
takes come to the eye of those’ Who 
do know and the cry of these latter 
echoes through the land until the dam- 
age has been wrought. And now that 
pictures made in America are being 


shown .throughout the world, almost, 


in fact, in as many places’ as_ the 
scenes depict, additional care in the 
matter of conformation to the historic- 
al and geographical properties are de- 
manded. 

“Thére is one sure way to produce 
the desired effects without fear of mis- 
take,” says Haas. “That is to go back 
to the source. We never think of 
copying some one else’s interpretation 
of a scene. You will lose as consist- 
ently as you resort to that practice. 
Bodks—thé right boaks—are our 
usual source in cases where one of us 
have not visited the actual scene we 
are copying. 

“Much danger lies in overplaying a 
thing, hammering the pegins too 
deeply into their holes. What is known 
as the ‘careful careless touch’ is what 
we strive for and we are guided by 
simplicity. 

“I feel it is better not to attempt a 
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slovenly manner. That is not artistry 
in ‘any sense. 
Taking Middle Course. 

“I believe the set in motion pictures 
should not be a distraction. It should 
not attract the eye away from the per- 
former, but certainly it should not re- 
pel. There is a middle course and we 
attempt to steer it. I feel it were far 
better for actors to appear before a 
black drop than in a set poorly in- 
terpreted or constructed. The black 
drop would at least leave something 
to the imagination of the audience; 
while the trashy scene smirks of its 
cheapness and incincerity.” 

A production that tested the artistry 
of Haas and his associates, as well as 


that of the director, John S. Robert- 


son, and the star, John Barrymore was 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” the screen 
adaptation of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
classic. On every side in this produc- 


tion was the teniptation to overstep , 


the boundaries of. good taste and art 
misstep on one side meant that the 


picture would be cast into the realm of 
cheap and impossible melodrama, on 


-the other a burlesque. 


The success which it ultimately 
achieved was due to the acting, the di- 
rection and the scenes’ contrived by 
the art department. In this picture the 
best technical knowledge of the art 
department was called into play. 

Using Same Scene. 

It will be recalled by those who saw 
the picture and by those who have 
read the book that both characters— 
Jekyll and Hyde—are evolutions un- 
dergone by one man. Of course, on 


thing at all than to do it in & slipshod, : 
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its two-sided personality is played by 
one actor. In both roles the charac- 
ter frequents the same scenes, more 
or less. That is, when he drinks the 
potion and becomes Hyde, Jekyll is re- 
vealed in the doctor’s study, or vice 
versa; when Hyde, satiated with his 
bestial orgies, drinks from the glass 
that will return him to his normal 


_ condition, he resumes the personality, 


form and appearance of Jekyll, but 
the scene is not changed. 

This is a necessary prelude to an 
explanation of the three-tone stipple, 
a technical arrangement devised by 
Haas which permits the environment 
to harmonize with performers of any 
compléxion. 

It is a curious fact, but one not dis- 
puted, that any persons of prepossess- 
ing appearances in reat life do not 
photograph well. Everyone knows 
among _his acquaintances beautiful 
women who are not good camera sub- 
jects. ¢ 

Studied Camera’s Faults. 
When Mr..Haas entered the motion 


picture industry he began a compre- 
hensive study of what he regarded as 
this fault of photography. He” was 
satisfied in his own mind it was really 
not an error of the camera, at all, 
blaming conditions in the environment 
or lighting. He observed first of all 
that an actress of undisputed beauty 
appeared to certain disadvantage in 
many interiors. In one picture this 
defect was particularly noticeable and, 
satisfied it was not the camera, Mr. 
Haas set about to study of the back- 
ground before which the woman in 
question was photographed. 

Almost at the beginning he detected 
what he sought. In various scenes 
wallpaper of hues caleulated to cor- 
respond with the other settings had 
“*been used. Mr. Haas learned while 
the wallpaper and the general color 
scheme harmonized with each, other, in 
some scenes the background clashed 
with the complexion of the star. This 
could not be entirely obliterated by 
the use of a heavier makeup. A con- 
dition that caught Mr. Haas’ eye par- 
ticularly was the fact that in some 
scenes blondes appeared to advantage, 
while brunettes could not be made to 
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photograph to the best advantage. 
Developed Famous Medium. 

After a series of experiments in the 
photography of various colored back- 
Haas developed the now 
famous three-tone stipple which is now 
used exclusively in many sets. He dis- 
carded wallpaper, except in rare in- 
stances, and the neutral background is 
now used in a majority of Paramount 
pictures. f 

This background is vatated and 
stippled in three shades of gray. These 
three shades of gray contain sufficient 
contrast to set off the complexion of 
any person in the cast, light, dark, or 
medium. The effects obtained after the 
first use of the stipple pronounced it an 
immediate success. 

In the sets of four the Jekyll and 
Hyde productions the neutral back- 
grounds conceived by the art depart- 
ment greatly enhanced the work of Mr. 
Barrymore, 
saw the picture did not realize it, were 
largely responsible for many of the 
finest effects. 

The dictates of the art department 
are law in a great studio and the de- 
partment is given every means at the 
company’s disposal to‘ athieve its ends. 
It works in conjunction with the re- 
search department. The members of 
the latter department delve into con- 
ditions to be reproduced for the 
screen, striving always for realism. 

How They Did It. 

In a production now in the making 
the seript calls for a reproduction of 
the interior of the New York City 
grand jury room; also that of the pri- 
vate chambers of the district attorney. 
While these two scenes were not major 
details in the production as a whole 
the art department demanded realism. 
A photographer was sent to photo- 
graph the district attorney’s rooms in 
the crimjnal court building. These 
phot@graphs were obtained, but the re- 
quest to snap a picture of the interior 
of the grand jury room was refused. 
No picture ever had been made there 
and the authorities pmaee to break a 
precedent. 

A hasty sketch was made of the 
room, however, and from this sketch 
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torney’s offices, the two scenes were 
carefully reproduced. In scenes of 
this kind where a massive effect is de- 
sired, Mr...Haas discards entirely the 
conventional stage set, using wood for 
paneling, rafters, and sometimes even 
for walls. His staircgses are invariably 
strongly constructed and might be 
used safely for years in any dwelling 
or other building. ° 

In pictures Mr. Haas believes, it is 
essential to get almost entirely away 
from the conventional idea of stage 
settings. Consequently the sets as 
they are now being erected are splen- 
did reproductions of actual buildings 
or rooms. 

Experiments With Lighting. 

A series of experiments in lighting 
is now being conducted under the di- 
rection of Mr. Haas who hopes to adapt 
a general lighting ideal to replace the 
present plan of the excessive use of 
spot\lights in the foreground, The 
entire hypothesis of excessive fore 
ground lighting and action is 
a fallacy, he believes, and considers 
the ideal photoplay one where the ac- 
tion develops naturally in all parts of 
the scene, foreground, middleground 
and background. 

Nearing the Goal. 

Producers are steering toward this 
goal, he Liys, and once they achieve 
the genéral effects he has in mind the 
present system of excessive local 
lighting will be discarded for a more 
natural system. For one thing, this 
will obviate the successive glare and 
shadow which so often appeaf now in 
a picture. 

With changed and improved condi- 
tions of lighting the acting for pictures 
will be placed onahigher plane. Mr. 
Haas says, and it will not be so mecge- 
sary to make each interpretation of 
the action so terribly obvious, f

Fails, After Struggle of 
Ten Months: 


Tampa, Fla, Fébruary °12.—(Spe- 
.cilal.)\—For ten months past a war 
for supremacy has been waged be- 
tween the cigar unions of Tampa, 
fighting for the closed shop and 
domination by the.unions of. the in- 
‘dustry, and the manufacturers of 
Tampa, who were determined that 
the open shop pringiples should pre- 
vail, if they never made another 
cigar. ; 
The figh

has béen a long and 
bitter one/ the cost’ running ‘well 
into the-gillions and ending: only 
when the unions fougd themselves 
unable to longer find money with 
which to pay strike benefits. f 


International Cigarmakers’. union, 
from its headquarters in Chicago, 
April 14, 1920, some 14,000 workers 
deaving the shops, including all 
branches of the industry. There are 
311 factories in Tampa, all of ‘them, 
with the exception of'a handful of 
little “Buckeye” factories employing 


only a very few non-union men and 
women, being affected by the strike 
order. For many montas previous 
to the big strike there had been 
trouble in the industry, the workers 
making demand after demand upon 
the manufacturers for increased 
wage scale, different hours, changes 
in factory equipment and many oth- 
er things, practically all of which 
were granted from time to time by 
the manufacturers, until the’ final 
bone of contention resolved itself 
squarely into the one issue, of “the 
Open or closed shop,” and both sides 
prepared for a struggle to a finish. 
Strike’ Cost’ $460,000,000. 

The strike has run for ten months 
With an estimated loss to the in- 
dustry of not less than $60,000,000, 
and to the striking cigarmakets of 
a peyroll amounting to nearly $1,- 
500,000 per month. As the time dréw 
On toward the Christmas holidays, 
and the manufacturers faced the 
probable loss of their holiday’ er- 
ders, strenuous efforts. were made 
to bring about a settlement of some 
sort, and the good offices of the 
mayor, the board of trade and other 
Civic bodies were -beseeched and 
freely given, but to no purpose, 

The advertising columns of the 
local press was used freely by. both 
sides. In the main the strike was 
an orderly one and but little police 
interference has been necessary at 
any time. Strike benefits were 
paid by the unions to the members 
who remained out of work, the pay 
at first being $6 per week, but later 
as mOney became tighter this was 
cut to $4.50 per week. A great deal 
of money was received by the strik- 
ers trom union members working 
in Key West and Havana, as well 
as from points 
west,-where the industry flourishes, 
but for some time conditions have 
been so bad in Cuba that no money 
has been sent from Havana, and 
Key West also was compelled by 
force of circumstances fo tighten 
its purse strings. ? 


Suffering Among Strikers. 


Muth suffering ensued among the 
families of the striking workmen 
who had remained in Tampa, al- 
though a very large percentage of 
the 14,000 who struck left the city 
gradually for Havana and points 
north and west, ‘where they were 
told’ that work might possibly be

Deprived of the moral support of 

the people, the morale of the union 
members gradually weakened, and 
it was generally believed locally 
that if left to a referendum the 
strike would have been galled off 
seVeral..weeks ago, but the “joint 
advisory: board,” which conducted 
affairs for the strikers, was deter- 
mined to win on the closed shop 
proposition, and would.admit of no 
suggestion for.a referendum or any- 
thing which might give the weak- 
ening members a chance to end the 
struggle. 
_ The manufacturers. who had de- 
clared a complete lockout early in 
the fight, toward the end of fall 
threw open their doors and offered 
work to any who cared to come 
back, and little by little the men 
and women began to drift back to 
work. Rally. meetings were held, 
called by the joint advisory board, 
and speakers brought, from Havana 
and from the international head- 
quarters at Chicago, who passion- 
ately adjured the union members to 
stand firm, and promised financial 
aid in unlimited amounts. 

Following the going back to work 
of many of the -workers, more or 
less ‘‘strong. arm” methods were re- 
sorted to and the working men and 
women were called “scabs,” “rab- 
bits” and other opprobious names 
and in several instances it was al- 
leged were threatened with edeath 
or bodily harm if they continued to 
work, The courts were resorted to. 
and injunctions and counter injunc-, 
tions taken out, but during the last 
three or four months the defection. 
from the ranks, while slow, has; been 
steady enough for every one to feel 
sure, of the ultimate ‘result. 

The final blow to the hopes of 
the local unions came, when strike

a minimum, owing to the cutting 
off of aid. from Havana and Key 
West, a telegram from international 
headquarters placed the question of 
continuing squarely up to the strik- 
ers themselves, intimating that fi- 
nancial aid could not be much longer 
furnished, : 

Forced. to the wall, the joint ad- 
visory board was obliged to consent 
to a referendum, which resulted in 
a vote of two to one in favor of 
ending the strike and returning to 
work, on such terms as could be 
obtained from the manufacturers, 

Following the announcement of 
the result of the referendum: last 
Saturday morning, a mass meeting 
was called by the joint advisory 
board, and held in the Spanish Ca- 
sino Saturday afternoon, attended 
by about 4,000 men and wonmlen. 

Members of the board and of the 
international union addressed the 
meeting, urging that the members 
stand firm in their loyalty to the 
organization and promising that 
somé time in the future, when times 
are better and money in the. treas- 
uries of the unions, that another 
strike will be inaugurated and that 
nextéttme the victory will be with 
the closed shop. 

However, it is felt that the victory 
of the manufacturers is a decisive 
one, and that it will be a long time 
before the industry Will again be 
crippled -by a general strike. 

It will take considerable time for 
the factories to get back to a nor- 
mal output, since in many instances, 
the trade being unable to secure the 
goods from the Tampa manufac- 
turers, has.gone elsewhere, and .a 
new trade will have to be built and 
the old. trade so far as possible 
‘coagwed back, ..:

2 Buford Man Heads Execu- 
tive Committee of Great- 


er Tech Drive and Issues 
Stirring Statement. 


The $5,000,000 campaign to be 
staged from April 20-30 for a Greater 
Georgia Tech, and through it to a 


greater industrial Georgia, . has 
gained the acceptance of Victor H. 
Allen, of Buford, secretary of Bona- 
Allen, Incorporated, as chairman of 
the executive committee, and in 
his acceptance of the post is seen 
by the other members of the com- 
mittee a great stride toward the 
success of the project that is ex- 
pected to send the state of Georgia 
along into the front rank of the in- 
dustrial states of the union. 

Mr. Allen’s position in the busi- 
ness world renders an introduction 
of him needless, His statement, 
made in accepting the post, is, how- 
ever, a remarkable pronouncement, 
and should be of absorbing interest 
to all Georgia and southern business 
anen and industrial leaders. 

Mr. Allen said: 

“I accepted the post because I be- 
Heve it is my duty to do so. The 
thought of droppiaug my personal af- 
fairs and giving myself over to the 
strenuous task that is before me is 
not at all alluring, but I feel that 
every man should be subject to the 
call of the commonwealth in which 
he resides and makes his living. It 
is only by this means that our large 
public welfare undertakings will 
ever be successful. Personally, I 
feel that this Greater Tech move- 
ment is the most important single 
undertaking that is before the state 
of Georgia today, and since a com- 
mittee of my fellew Georgians have 
decided that it is my place to step 
to the front in this activity, I am 
going to serve to the best of my 
ability. My brothers and business 
associates have agreed to co-operate 
so that I may be relieved as far 
as possible of business interferences. 

On Northern Tour, 


“I was privileged to be one of 
the party which recently took gn 
industrial tour throughout the‘north 
under the auspices of Georgia Tech, 
and I was profoundly impressed 
“with the tremendous industrial 
progress that the north and the east 
had made with but a fraction of 
the natural resources that we pos- 
sess in Georgia, and I returned to 
Georgia to ponder over the fact that 
with mountains of iron ore we pro- 
duce not one pound of pig iron; that 
there are no chemical industries in 
this part of the eountry, and yet 
one southern city alone uses $60,000 
worth of caustic soda yearly; that 
there is only one pottery for the 
30,000,000 people living south of 
Fast Liverpool, Ohio, and that dur- 
ing three months last year 66.000 
tons of pottery clay were imported 
from England. 

“Yet we have in Georgia one of 
the most magnificent clay beits in 
the world. Aluminum ore is mined 
in Georgia and shipped in its raw 
state at $8 a ton to northern manu- 
facturers, who subject it to one 
treatment alone that raises its value 
to $66 per ton. I have given just 

a few instances of the industrial 
possibilities in this state. We went 
to the north to find the secret of 


their industrial growth. They told 
us without hesitation. They said 
trained experts and scientific ex- 
Perimentation, or research work 
were responsible for it. We haven’t 
& research laboratory south of the 
Mason and Dixon line, and yet the 
most valuable discoveries of in- 
dustry have been made in research 
laboratories. 

‘“It/is true that Georgia Tech is 
doing wonderful work. She is turn- 
ing out some splendid young men, 
but her equipment is pitifully in- 
adequate and she cannot begin to 


I was startled with the fact that 
we, aS a whole state of Georgia, 
have a sum _ invested in Georgia 
Tech which is but one-fifth of the 
amount that the city, of Cincinnati 
has invested in one of their high 
schools. It is no wonder that the 
north is beating us industrially. 
Starving Ourselves. 
“We are literally starving our- 
selves to death from an industrial 
point of view, and the business men 
in the north know. this, and those 
with altruistic tendencies want to 
help us. Jt is significant that a 
committee o* prominent men in 
New York city have telegraphed 
down here that if Georgia will do 
her share that they wili raise $1,- 
v00,000 in that city, which they 
will send down here for the bene- 
fit of Georgia’s engineering school. 
We simply cannot ignore that chal- 
lenge. Georgia Tech must be equip- 
ped to serve us aS we need to be 
served. The institution represents 
a financial. value to us. Money 
poured into Tech is money, invested. 
it will pay handsome returns, and 
we must come to understand that. 
The north hag been taking money 
away from us with a rake because 
we haven't been in a position to re- 
fine our raw products. This condi- 
tion must cease. A greater Georgia 
Tech is the first step. Every Geor- 
gia industrial leader must realize 
that Tech is a factor in his business, 
ae he should put Tech on his pay- 
roll.” 
The New York challenge to which 
Mr. Allen refers was issued by a 
committee of prominent New York 
business men, among whom are 
Percy C. Brooks, president of the 
Fairbanks-Morse company; Eugene 
P, Thomas, president of the United 
Steel Products company; Floyd C. 
Forlow, president of the Otis BHleva- 
tor company; George J. Baldwin, 
wvice president of the American In- 
ternational corporation; Georgia 
Gordon Crawford, president of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company. 
The committee is headed by Ivy L. 
Lee, of the Rockefeller foundation, 
and the head of the largest publicity 
organization in the world,

Organization of the North Geor- 
gia conference of the Southern Meth- 
odist church for the $33,000,000 cam- 
paign on behalf of schools, colleges 
and universities of the church, to 
be conducted in an aggressive 
eight-day every-member canvass be- 
ginning Sunday, May 29, and closing 
on tite following Sunday, 
started at a meeting of the leading 
churchmen of the conference to be 
held in Atlanta Tuesday, February 
22. r. 

J. H. Ewing, well-known Atlanta 
layman, was regently appointed fi- 
nancial director of the North Geor- 
gia conference, and in co-operation 
with Rev. J. E. Dickey, educational 
secretary, is now working out plans 
for the campaign. 

Bishop Warren A. Candler‘and Dr. 
H. N. Snyder, of Scartanbasidl: .. 
associate director of the, Christian 
education movement, will be among 
speakers at the meeting here, which 
will be attended by presidents of 
Methodist schools and colleges in 
the conference, presiding. elders, 
district financial directors, chairmen 
of all conference boards, district 
commissioners of education and 
many other ministers and laymen 
from the twelve districts of the con- 
ference. 


Quota of Conference. 


The quota of the North Georgia 
conference is $1,765,000. This will 
be apportioned among the districts, 
and district quotas will then beap- 
portioned among local churches. The 
campaign in each district will be 
headed by a district financial direc- 
tor, co-operating with the presiding 
elder, and each church in turn will 
have a financial director co-dperat- 
ing with the pastor. 

Out of the $33,000,000 fund for 
Christian education and upbuilding 
of educational institutions, it is pro- 
posed to devote $3,305,000 to new 
buildings, equipment and endowment 
for Emory university.

Washington, February 12.—Recent political events in Paris and 
_ oublfe utterances in Britain and France, alike, have served once more 
q to bring home to the American public the extent to which their own 
' interests are involved in the matter of German reparations. Already it 
» gas been demonstrated that American prosperity waits upon European 


tranquility to no small extent. 


When the recent Paris conference 


assembled there was profound belief in this country that if a decision 
could be reached, which would actually settle the guestion of German 
' reparations, the announcement of this result would be a signal to set 
; in motion a reaction toward economic progress in the United States. 
But almost at the moment the disappointing Paris agreement was 
announced. Austen Chamberlain, chancellor of the British exchequor, 
holding a post in the British cabinet corresponding to the secretary of 
the treasury with us, told a Birmingham audience that Great Britain 
had formally suggested to our government that there should be a can- 
cellation of all allied debts, and this announcement was the signal for 
the launching of a new discussion of the whole world finanical problem 


in the United States. 
No Pledge Made 
By U. S. at Paris. 


Some of my readers may recall 
that a few weeks ago I reprinted 
in a Sunday article the statement 
made by M. Tardieu, M. Clemé?Rceau’s 
lieutenant at the Paris conference, 
that representatives of the Amer-

M. Clemenceau’s statement, cou- 
pled with that of M. Tardieu, serve 
however, to demonstrate that there 
existed and in certain quarters still 
exists in Britain and France a pro- 
found hope that the cancellation of 
debts may take place. As far as 
the world knows, the first public 
suggestion of such a scheme was 
contained in the famous book of 
John Maynard Keynes, but’ then 
and ever since it has found no pub- 
lic support in official quarters in 
the United States and the Chamber- 
lain utterance provoked a storm of 
disapproval in congress. 

But it is essential for Americans 
to perceive that the whole question 
of this European debt is intimately 
connected with that of German rep- 
arations. The truth is quite unmis- 
takable that there is not the small- 
est~ehance of getting all or tnwws 
of the money which we have loaned 
our European associates unless. they 
in turn, obtain this money from 
Germany. Our stake in German 
reparations, therefore, is gust $10,- 
000,000,000 in capital sum, locked up 
in our loans and sumetning Ike §1,- 
000,000,000 in deferred interest. 

Looking for a moment at the re

noted that the capital sum fixed fpr 


German payment is in round nu 
bers $21,000,000,000, if the interest 
rate for the total German payment 
be fixed at five per cent and per- 
haps $25,000.000,000 if the rate be 
four per cent. Assyming as all cal- 
culators have that the interest rate 
will be five per cent. Germany is 
called upon to pay her victims $21,- 
000,000,000. But we have just seen 
that of this sum, more than half, 
nearlv  $11,000,000,000, is already 
mortgaged to the United States. 


In addition, of course, France, 
Belgium, Italy and Great Britain, 
to say nothing of Poland and f£er- 


bia. hope to obtain the funds neces- 
sary for the reconstruction of their 
devastated areas and France, Bel- 
ium and Italy have to consider 
ebts to Britain, Belgium and Italy 
to France, in addition to their bor- 
rowings from the United States.

Britain’s position is complicated 
by the fact that she has been 4 
great lender as well as a consia- 
erable borrower. She has, in fact, 
loaned $8,000,000,000, whereas she

order in the economic world. This, 
after all, gs the dilemma which has 
confronte Lloyd-George, at al} 
times. 


The Exchange 
Situation. : 

Nothing is more important for the 
victorious European nations than 
to restore their own exchange. It 
cannot be done while the shadow 


of the principal and interest of the 
American lendings survives. It can 
only be done if the Germans issue 
bonds to cover the total of the 
amount*of this American debt and 
America consents to take these 
bonds, with allied indorsement, as 
payment for the loans. But if we 
refuse, there is no concelvable 
source from which our creditors can 
draw funds to pay us. 

This means the prolongation of 
the exchange situation, which au- 
tomatieally deprives us of Hure- 


pean markets, in which there ts a 
wide demand: for our raw materials 
and foodstuffs. No European na- 
tion can afford to buy. save in the 
most restricted fashion, under ex- 
isting exchange conditions. Our 
own situation is disturbed, because 
our farmers have vast supplies, no- 
tably of cotton and what, which they 
cannot sell, saVe abroad, and cannot 
sell abroad save on credit which is 
dubious, given the low value of for- 
eign money. 

In this situation there seem but 
two possibilities. We must either 
consent to the cancellation of the 


foreign loans, a course unthinkable 
in the present state of public sentl- 
meut, or we must consent to take 
payment in German bonds and hold 
our; peace in any dispute as to 
whether the total amount of Ger- 
man reparations is too large or not. 
We can't have it both ways and the 
bottom fact is that our chance of 
getting our own money back rests 
almost exclusively upon the pos- 
sibility of German payments cover- 
ing the total of these loans and the 
costs of European reconstruction. 


If you assume, for a moment, that 
Germany will‘ consent to pay the 
$21,000,000,000 which was fixed at 
Paris and represents the» irreduci- 


ble minimum, as I have demonstrat- 
ed just now, then the situation will 
| be this: Germany will issue bonds 
or this amount. With little delay 
e total of $11,000,000.000, cover- 
ing our loans to our associates will 
find its way into our hands. Our 
associates may countersign the 
bonds, they may even keep the Ger- 
man bonds and issue more of their 
own’ against them, but the under-

Granted, however, that we accent 
German bonds for allied indebted- 
ness, recognizing that the ability 


of our debtors to par us depends 
upon German capacity and willing- 
ness to pay—by willingness I mean 
enforced, assent, not voluntary con- 
sent—we are then intermingled in 
European affairs beyond anything 
anyone has yet suggested. On the 
financial side we shall be infinite 
ly more concerned than any other 
nation in making Germany pay up 
because Our stake in German repa- 
rations will actually be twice as 
much as that of any other nation. 
We shall hold more than $11,000,- 
000,000 of German bonds, or of al- 
lied bonds based upon German 
pledges, and if Germany fails to 
pay the ‘burden will automatically 
be shifted to the shoulders of our 
own tax payers. 


Americans must note the follow- 
ing facts even if they do not ac- 
cept the French and even the 


British view of the whole loan 
question. The money was spent 
mainly in ;he period before we 
could effectively enter the war be- 
fore our troops could reach France, 
before we could fight. If it had 
not been for that money the Ger- 
mans might have won, but if the 
allied troops had not done the fight- 
ing while we furnished the money 
the war, our war as well as theirs, 
would have been lost. The money 
itself was not spent to the profit 
of any nation borrowing. In the 
case of Britain most of it was 
promptly re-lent to the European 
nations fighting Germany, whose 
notes we would not take. These 
nations cannot now pay Britain, 
but we expect Britain to pay us. 


France Needs \ 
The Money. 


To imagine that the French peo- 
ple will give over the reconstruc- 
tion of their ruins in order to re- 
pay us the money which we loaned 
to them that they might fight 
while we were at wag, put unready, 
is to imagine a vain thing. To 
imagine that they ,will undertake 
themselves this colossal burden 
properly chargeable to Germany 
and Germany alone is equally fool- 
ish. To all Europe this debt is a 
debt owed by Germany and not by 
nations who shared with us in the 
common struggle. 


But, even if these arguments, this 
point of view, does not find ready 
American acceptance, there is the 
solid basis of fact: our associates 
can only pay us as Germany pays 
them. If we desire to open Euro- 
pean markets, to reduce the terms 
imposed upon the German that we 
may sell our products in central 
Europe, we cannot do it at the ex- 
pense of our associates; we must do 
it at our own expense. 

The British sityation is different 
from the Frerch. It is more im- 
portant to Britain now to get the 


markets of the world open than to 
collect vast sums from Germany. 
Britain’s share in the German in- 
demnities, after all, is not so great 
as to make it worth while, perma- 
nently to risk the German and 
European eavitete. Like us, Bri- 
tain is concerned gravely in the 
restoration of peace conditions in 
business. Unless this be done 
many of her workmen, permanently 
unemployed, must emigrate and the 
existing domestic misery will be in- 
creased intolerably. 

But so long as Britain insists 
that France repay her loans, so 
long as we take the same view, 
Britain will have to consent that 
the sum of German reparations be 
high and we shall have to keep our 
hands off. For the transparent fact 
is that it is becoming a question of 
trade against reparation, and the 
two things seem less and less at- 
tainable at the same time. 


A new factor, too, is entering into 
the situation: Granted that Ger- 
} many can and will pay a’ vast rep- 
arations account. say $21,000,000,- 


000. She can only pay in exports 
and in manufactured articles. These 
must be sold primarily in the 
British empire and the United 
States and they will materially re- 
duce the sale of competing articles 
manufactured by the British and 
by us. Thus while vast German 
payments in ‘goods flow in, domes- 
tic. industry will be less and less 
occupied and unemployment will 
increase by leaps and bounds. 


In the last analysis, if Germany 
pays $21,000,000,000 in the forty-two 
year period fixed at Paris, she wil) 


only pay it in goods, in manufac: 
tured goods, for she has practically 
no raw materials which we can 
take or need. And the same is true 
for Britain. But this means that 
we shall have to absorb not $11.,- 
600,000,000 of goods, the capital 
value of our loans, whose pay- 
ment depends on -German policy, 
but $28,000,000,000, allowing for in- 
terest and capital payments in the 
time period. And this enormous tIn- 
flux of German manufactured ar- 
ticles must have a correspondingly 
depressing effect upon our own 
manufactures. 


The trouble with the whole finan- 
cial question, which now oppresses 
the world, is that it is not seen as 


a single problem. People talk of 
the German venarationn, the allied 
loans, the European markets as if 
they were totally distinct ques- 
tions. Yet the A BC of the whole 
proposition is this: Unless Ger- 
many pays at least $21,000.000,000 as 
a capital sum. which means $56,- 
000,000,000 in principal and interest 
Stretched over. forty-two years, 
Europe -cannot pav us all of our 
$11,000,000,000 in loans. Reduction 
of the $21,000 .000,,000 means auto- 
matically reduction of our returns 
om Gur loans, because the balance 
of the German reparations must go 
to rebuild the ruins in Belgium.

The whole burden of the task of 
making Germany pay devolves upon 
us, the chief beneficiary if Ger-

Here is no question of making the 
world safe for democracy.

é A Careful Review -of the 


Facts Show Big In- 
creases in Farm Prod- 
ucts, Even If Prices 
Are Low. 


When the average man in the 
street allows himself to dwell on 
the desperate plight of the. Georgia 
farmer he wraps himself in gloom 
and thinks in terms of just one 
product—cotton. And sstill cotton 
constituted only one-fifth of the 
farm products of the south last 
year. 

The trouble is that cotton is the 


main “money crop” of the average 
farm, and the low price hurts trade, 
badly, but here comes Martin F. Ca)- 
vin, statistician for the state de- 
partment of agriculture, and with a 
nice bunch of facts and figures, 
gives us another point of view. In 
tact, Mr. Calvin’s/ figures have no 
startled some of our northern 
friends that they are passing them 
around for observation ana enlight- 
enment—something that we may 
well do ourselves., 

Here is the way The New York 
Journal of Commerce tells them 
about it, and goodness knows, it 
listens good even to homefolks. 


Notwithstanding unsettled condi- 
tions of the past year and the cur- 
tailment of crop production through- 
out the south eight of the leading 
Georgia crops recorded notable in- 
creases, according to Martin F, Cal- 
vin, statistician for the Georgia 
State department of agriculture, who 
in a report declares that the de- 
velopment of plans made for the 
readjustment of the south’s’indus- 
tries will result in encompassing the 
situation at every point. Mr. Calvin 
in his report not only gave figures 
to show that live stock on farms 
had increased since 1913 in every 
instance except that of sheep, but 
predicted a bright future for the 
State's cotton industry. The tobacco 
crop last year, he asserted, amount- 
ed to 14,200,000 pounds more than 
in 1913. 

“In directing attention to the 
bright side of the situation in Geor- 

ia,” stated Mr. Calvin, “the assur- 
ng facts were brought out that in 
1920 the state produced ' 6,100,000 
bushels of corn, 1,500,000 bushels of 
oats, 2,566,000 bushels of peanuts, 
18,000 bushels of Irish potatoes, 700,- 
000 bushels of sweet potatoes, 2,000 
bushels of soya beans, 1,128,000 
bushels of apples and 99,000 tons 
of hay more than in 1919. 

“It was shown that the bulk crops 
of 1920, reckoned by bushels, ex- 
ceeded the corresponding crops of 
1919 by 10,000,000 bushels; that if 
the ‘minus’ crops of 1920 were de- 
ducted from the total just given 
the total number of bushels record- 
ed for the jppast year would exceed 
that of 1919 by 7,546,000. 

Crop and Live Stock Increase. 

“The process. of readjustment 
was well under way about the mida- 
die pf 1920, after nearly all the 
crops excep® cotton had been har- 
vested. The past year was less 


radical in the matter of abnormalcy |’ 


than was 1919. It then is a desira- 
ble year for use in comparison with 
a genuinely normal year, fcr in- 
Stance, 1913. Only a few crops will 
be used for comparisons, for the 
reason that a number which fig- 
ured -in 1919 and 1920 is not _re- 
corded for the year 1913.

Insurance companies, savings 
banks and other lenders in co-opera- 
tion with building and loan associa- 
tions could loan up to 80 per cent 
of values on first mortgage loans 
and in this manner provide large 
sums of money for buiiding pur- 
poses not now available, according 
to Walter Stabler, comptroller of 
the Metropolitan Lite Insurance com- 
pany, of New York, and such funds 
could be secured in the briefest pos- 
Sible time without the red tape 
which is so insparable from govern- 
mental agencies, says The New 
York Commercial. . 

gfe ics | that rear estate loans 
in times of financial depression can 
be used as collateral or converted 
into cash almost as readily as other 
securities. Archibald M. Woodruff, 
third vice president of the Pruden- 
tial, urges that those in charge of 
funds must not only consider the 
housing problem, but also the needs 
of the growers of farm products 
who are also calkng for funds. In 
1920, the Prudential made about 11,- 
000 real estate loans, $40,000,000 in 
city loans and $44,000,000 in farm 
loans, and 3,400 loans on private 
dwellings and apartments, which 
benefited about 6,500 families. 

The organizations established 
throughout the country by the 
Metropolitan to make real estate 
loans are being made for a period 
of fifteen years at the rate of in- 
terest current in the locality, inter- 
est payable semi-annually with a 
semi-annual’ installment of 8 per 
cent on account of the principal and 
with privilege to the borrower to 
pay in full after three years. The 
bank gqollects the interest and in- 
stallments, looks after the taxes and 
insurance and remits to the insur- 
ance company twice each year’on 
interest dates the amounts so col- 
lected. 

Since June, 1920, when this sys- 
tem of loans was placed in effect, 
arrangements have been made in 
eighty cities by the Metropolitan and 
loans havé been made and pledged 
on about 2,260 single family dwell- 
ings and 11 apartment houses 
amounting to a total of $25,000,000 
so that a good start has been made 
on a system which in later years 
will work satisfactorily both to the 
borrowers and to those who obtain 
these easy payment mortgages as 
well as the lenders. 

Housing loans to such concerns 
as the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
company, the Firestone ‘Tire and 
Rubber company and the Endicott- 
Johnson company, have also been 
made by insurance companies, These 
manufacturing concerns owned 
large tracts of farm lands adjacent 
to factories, and built houses for 
the accommodation of workers. They 
were then sold under special ar- 
omrernettn sometimes at less than 
cost. 


A Trade Acceptance.

Skilled 
oculists disagree and it can, there- 
fore, b@&’ seen what a delicate ques- 
tion eye injuries will prove to he. 
The same will prove to be true of 
sprains, internal injuries and acci- 
dents of like character. A pin prick 
may not cause a single moment’s 
loss of time, and yet infection may 
set in which might cause the logs 
of an arm. Frequently such mingr 
injuries are never reported and 
when a serious condition -develops 
it May not be so easy to show just 
when or how the accident occurred. 
For that reason the law requires 
all employers to keep a record of 
every injury, however trivial. 
When an accident occurs it is the 
duty of the employer, first, to see 
that medical aid is given, and then 
to report the accident to his Insur- 


higher pricesthan existing costs of 
production warrant, although in 
some instances such goods may 
have been purchased at higher 
prices than present replacement 
costs. They apprehend the neces- 
sity for reducing “ overhead ex- 
penses, not recklessly, but as far as 
is compatible with sound Dusiness 
methods and with an eye to the 
future.

They are alert 
to the folly and danger of extend- 
ing credit beyond safe limits and of 
tempting their customers with too 
easy credit They are watching busi- 
ness fatality statistics and profit- 
ing by the experiences of others— 
for we learn more from our fall- 
ures than our successes. 
Moral Rating Necessary. 

“Such business men recognize the 
ganctity of a contract and deplore 
the world-wide repudiation of con- 
tractual obligations that has de- 
veloped in the post-war deflation 
period. In fact, the sudden depre- 
ciation in business morals should 
concern uS more than the precip!- 
tate depreciation in commodity 
values. Many financial bankrupt- 
cies are preceded by and result from 
moral bankruptcies. And it Is just 
as essential for business men to 
have a moral rating as a financial 
rating. It is as true today as ever 
that character is the best basis for 
sredit. 
R “In justice of the majority of 
American business men, however, it 
should be stated that they are liv- 
ing up to the spirit, as well as to 
the letter, of their contracts both 
here and abroad. But the unscru- 
pulous, unprincipled minority who 
are not doing so are jeopardizing | 
the interests of the majority and) 
must be made to understand that, 
they cannot be dishonest when they 
think it is more profitable than to 
be honest. We cannot have stable 
business conditions until contracts 
are lived up to. In this period it is | 
even more essential than in normal | 
times to ‘preserve the highest busi- ) 
ness ethics. Our whole commercial | 
structure rests upon @ contractual | 
foundation, which _ in_ turn, rests | 
upon solemn moral obligations. We | 
ean never afford to impair the sta- 
bility of that structure, and certain- 
iv not at this critical time, by per- 
mitting any loosening or deteriora- | 
tion of its very cornerstone.

“The financing of our foreign 
trade ‘s now an investment proposi- 
tion.

It is es- 
sential for the banks to keep their 
funds active in short-term ftransac- 
tions, for their funds must be Kept 
liquid and cannot be tied up in 
long-term investments. Other coun~ 
ries that urgently need our prod- 
uets must be given time in which 
to use these goods to their profit 
hefore they can pay us—otherwise 
they cannot afford to buy from us 
in such quantities as they need and 
there is bound to be a slowing down, 
of our industrial machinery. 

“Our productive capacity has 
steadily been increasing since the 
heginning of the world war, It 
now exceeds the capacity of do- 
mestic consumption, And it fol- 
lows. therefore, that no mere do- 
mestic readjustment can solve the 
problem of satisfactorily disposing 
of owr surplus goods. Furthermore, 
all nations are so economically in- 
terdependent that employment in 
any one country depends to a large 
extent upon world-wide co-opera- 
tion and facilities for the exchange 
of goods. Unless normal conditions, 
or eonditions that approximate nor- 
mal, are restored throughout’ the 
world, thereby restoring the normal 
purchasing power of the various 
countries, we shall have unemploy- 
ment in this countfy.

These 
accident reports will begin coming 
in to the industrial commission im- 
mediately after March 1, and will 
have to be handled rapidly in order 
to prevent an accumulated mass of 
work.

I do not mean 
to say that we were not’interested 
in foreign trade, but for the most 
part we handled it through foreign 
agents or brokers.

passed now, and practically all our } 
firms engaged in an export busi- 
ness who have sufficient capital be- 


penditures. 

In administering the act, the com- | 
mission will, as far as possible, 
abolish all formalities.

course, all facts learned by 
the commission will be considered 
absolutely confidential and no one 
shall have access to the files or 
any reports, except such persons as 
have the right to know. 

The commission will, as rapidly 
as possible, pass upon all accident 
reports and appeals. Just ag little 
time as possible will be allowed 
to elapse before making a de- 
cision. It is understood that 
one of the chief reasons for the 
passage ni the various states of 
compensation laws arose over the 
fact that there alWays ensued much 
delay when suits were filed in the 
courts. Under the Georgia law, even 
when there is an appeal to the su- 
perior court from the decision of 
the commission, such appeal will go 
up on fast bill and may be tried 
by the court in vacation time, in or- 
der to facilitate matters and make 
the award available at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The industrial commission invites 
suggestions and will always be glad 
to answer any question or to put 
an interpretation upon any section 
of the law desired. Fhe commission- 
ers feel that they are the servants 
of the people, and while their work 
will be arduous and ever-present, 
they are never too busy to endeavor 
to be of service to any employer 
or employee, or representatives of

WHO ARE ENTITLED 


No better example of the misun- 


derstanding which exists as to who 


are entitled to compensation can 
be given than a case which came | 
under my personal observation just | 


two years ago. 

An employer in a central western 
state became very loud and bitter 
about the workmen’s compensation 
acts. “They are a holdup,” ne 
shouted, “a regular holdup. I 
haven't a chance to open my mouth, 
or defend myself when an accident 
takes place! All the law lets me do 
is -to put my hand in my pocket 
and pay up!” 

He was assured that no law had 
ever stood the test of the courts 
which did not confer corresponding 
rights for every liability exacted, 
and that there must ‘be a misunder- 
standing soa@ewhere. 

Finally, e€ was persuaded to 
calmly state the facts which had 
so ruffled his temper. 

“Two men, customers of mine 
from up state, walked into the fac- 
tory the other day. An accident oc- 
curred while they were watching 
one of the machines. The belting 
came apart and struck both of them 
—causing severe injuries. Both are 
in the hospital and they contend 
that I am liable for the whole thing 
under the workmen’s compensation 
act, and they have a saphead attor- 
ney under their wing who bears 
them out in their contention.” 

“And what does your attorney 

»s 


say? 

“He advises me to settle just as | 
they demand, and cell it square!” 

“Did he say that you were liable 
to them under the compensation 
acts ¢” 7 

Well, no, not exactly. But he 
told me to pay up and charge it to 
experience!” 

“That may all be true. What he 
is wanting you to do is ta save 
yourself some money by paying 
them under the compensation acts 
as they demand. They are misin- 
formed, as you are, for they have 
no right to secure compensation 
from you, but they do have a right 
of action against you under the 
common law for damages, and if 
they should wake up and find out 
where they stand, they would, in 
all probability, stick ‘bay three or 
four times what they think they are 
entitled to under the compensation 
acts. Do you see why your attor- 
“ney told you to pay and count your- 
evlf lucky?” 

‘%‘e foregoing is not an unusual 
case. Something of the sort is tak- 
ing Pioce every day, simply be- 
cause emmloyers have an exaggerat- 
ed idea as .to what the compensa- 
tion acts moan and just to whom 
they are liable And the misunder- 
standing is by so means confined 
to employers. ‘Ilbere is a certain 
brand of lawyers “ho cannot get 
“it through his head” and never will. 
He is the most potest. source of 
danger to large employers of labor 
for the reason that he is istantly 
inciting workmen to move f6ém 
pensation or damages when 
are due. — i 

The compensation acts render t 
employer liable in compensation to 
just one person, primarily, and to 
no One e@ise. That one person is 
the workman regularly and prop- 
erly employed. Anyone else who 
might be entitled to compensation 
can receive it only through this 
workman. Third persons, except in 
very isolated cases, have no right 
to compensation whatever. 

You, as an employer then, are 
liable to just one person, and that 
person is the injured workman in 
your employ. If this injured work-

here is a simple test which courts 
— commissions apply in compen- 
sation cases to determine whether 
the claimant is entitled to the com- 
pensation he asks. This test is the 
first question asked, and it is so 
simple that LP hol might

tle a good many cases in his own 
mind by using it. 

This test is: “Is this injured man 
an employee of the firm? Does the 
relation of employer and employee 
exist between him and the firm?” 
If the answer is in the affirmative, 
the chances are almost ten to one 
that you. owe him compensation. 

The relation of master and ser- 
vant, or employer and employee 
must exist between the parties be- 
fore the compensation acts can be 
invoked by a distressed workman. 
For the basis of liability is injury 
to a workman regularly in your 
employ. 

he question now arises: What Is 
the Ee oer test to apply to deter- 
mine whether the relation of em- 
ployer and employee really exists? 
It might be that the employer is 
in doubt as to whether the injured 
man was a regularly engaged em- 
ployee or not. He may be merely a 
casual workman, a volunteer, an 
independent contractor, or a mere 
meddler or bystander. 

“The test by which to determine 
whether one person is another’s em- 
ployee,” says Honnold, “within the 
rule making the employer liable for 
injuries resulting from the negli» 
gence of his employee, is whether 
the alleged employer possesses the 
power to control the other person 
in respect to the transaction out of 
which the tnjury arose.” 

The test of employment, then, is 
not the method of paymunt (whether 
it be on a commission, piece work, 
monthly, annually or what) or 
whether the work be done at the 
shop or at home, but whether the 
employer exercises cont:0] over thé 
workman as to the time and manner 
in which the work shall be done. 
Control, such as employers custom- 
arily exercise, is the test, and if 
one person exercises that contro] 
over another person, then the rela- 
tion exists out of which springs 
the compensation liability. 

The. relation necessariis springs 
out of a contract of hire, express 
or implied. The relation, in the 
contemplation of the law, cannot 
exist in the absence of suth a con- 
tract, and mere voluntary services 
do not create the relation. 

It is Very plain that the contract 
of hire need not be written: it needs 
to be in no definite form. But there 
must be some sort of an agreement 
between the parties, that one is to 
work for the other for hire. When 
his contract or agreement exists, 
the law then presumes that the 
terms of the workmen’s compensa- 
tion acts are a part of such con- 
tract; and the employer js estop- 
ped to deny such presumption. 

And, likewise, it is well settled 
that employers cannot enter into 
@ contract with their employees re- 
specting the compensation acts.

English firms have enjoyed an en-' 
viable position in all the markets | 
of the world for generations, The 
auglity of their goods has been 
second to none, and they have ca- 
tered for and studied the _ local} 
market requirements. These have 
been important factors in their suc- 
cess, but their greatest asset has 
been the reputation they have built. 
up for honesty and fair dealings. 
They have succéeded because long 
ago they realized the fundamental 
necessity of putting their own coun- 
trymen in charge of their branches. 

Until recently we have been too

prone to allow the foreigner to look 
after our. interests, but we have 
learned either from observation or 
sad experience, that American en- 
terprise in foreign fields must be 
maintained and directed by Ameri- 
can executives. This is the point 
that I wish to impress upon any- 
one who ig interested in export 
trade. 

Fach nation has its own methods, 
peculiarities and systems of doing 
business. Our methods cannot pos- 
sibly be understood or appreciated 
by a foreigner, who has not been 
brought up and inculcated with the 
American business spirit. . To my 
mind the choosing of the right type 
of American merchant to represent 
any firm in a foreign field is the 
keystone to future success. Al- 
though in a general way a firm may 
have some reputation and good con- 
nections in a foreign market, never- 
theless it is not to be compared 
with the prestige and position that 
they enjoy in the states. The for- 
eigner judges an American firm not 
by the business standards or ethics 
which made its success possible in 
the homeland, but solely on the 
rersonality and capabilities of the 
rg oe | director who represents 
it abroad. 

A company is no stronger than its 
representatives. If we are to reap 
the benefit of American methods in 
competing in foreign markets, it is 
absolutely essential that we choose 
the highest type among the young- 
er generation of business men for 
this work. It would be unwise to 
be unduly influenced in this choice 
by considering the qualities that go 
to make up a good salesman in the 
United States. The hearty hand- 
shake and the ability to tell a tale 

oes a long way at home, but in 
oreign fields the quiet, forcible 
fellow, who does not lose sight of 
the fact that his house is being 
judged by the standard that he him- 
self sets, is the one who wins the

While 
I appreciate that many of our large 
banking concerns have established 
schools to educate the junior mem- 
bers of their staff in foreign busi- 
ness, nevertheless, to my mind such 
methods are ‘inadequate. It is 
necessary to train a young man in 
the country which is to be his fu- 
fure field of endeavor, if his house 
is to realize the greatest benefits 
from his service. [t is only by as- 
sociation and personal contact that 
he can command an ultimate knowl- 
edge of the language and social and 
business customs of the people in 
whose country he is to make his 
future home. 

Many firms look upon foreign 
trade. as a hopeless proposition at 
the present time, due to the ad- 
verse rate of exchange which al- 
most prohibits the foreign buyer 
from purchasing our goods. How- 
ever, I cannot help but feel that this 
is only a temporary condition, and 
will disappear as rapidly as did 
the dark days at the close of our 
civil war. It is in these quiet times 
that the American merchant should 
be studying, planning and expand- 
ing his foreign department, so that 
he will be better able to predom- 
inate in the various world mar- 
kets when normal times return.

Although concerts by pianists are 
not generally regarded as big draw- 
ing cards in the concert world, the 
approaching recital by Alfred Cor- 
tot, peer of present-day French pian- 
ists. is destined to break a record

for attendance when he makes his 
second Atlanta appearance on Mon- 
day evening, February 21, according 
to officials of the Atlanta Music 
Study club, which is sponsoring the 
concert. 

Unusual interest aroused by his 
coming is attributed to the fact that 
when he first appeared here as so- 
loist with the Conservatory orches- 
tra of Paris in 1918, he created one 
of the greatest successes ever 
achieved by a master of the key- 
board in an Atlanta concert hal. 
An audience which numbered al- 
most 5,000 heard him at that time. 
After the concerto which he played, 
he was accorded an ovation which 
prevented the continuance of the or- 
chestra program for several min- 
utes. De to the precedent against 
the soloist furnishing encores in a 
concert of that kind, the audience 
was unable to hear him again at 
that time and left the hall thirsting 
for more of his wonderful art. 

Mr. Cortot has the ability to vital- 
ize his keyboard to a remarkable 
degree. His playing is aggressive, 
abounding with energy and marked 
by the most brilliant technical dex- 
terity. Although not a stuntist in 
any sense of the word, his playing 
is sensational because of his bril- 
liance. On the other hand, he is 
said to be a perfect master of the 
more subtle moods in’ music and to 
interpret Chopin in a manner that 
is magical in its tenderness and 
finish. 

When he played here in 1918, only 
the more brilliant phases of his art 
were revealed. The concerto he 
played showed his powerful tech- 
nique, but it gave him few oppor- 
tunities for expressing the deep 
sentiment for which he is noted. Mu- 
sic lovers will therefore be glad to 
learn that he has’ included in his 
program for the approaching con- 
cert next week the complete group 
of Chopin preludes, generally es- 
teemed to be among the most beau- 
tiful of all piano compositions. 


Mr. Cortot’s personality is also 
highly interesting. When he was 
sent to America by the French gov- 
ernment during the war, he was 
withdrawn from the war zone wheré 
he was actively engaged during the 
early years of the war. “He was a 
member of the immortal “Blue 
Devils.” whom all the world learned 
to admire for their dash and brav- 
ery, and it is said that he was qpite 
as virile a soldier as he is an ar- 
tist. 
This concert will bring the Civic 
Concert series of the Atlanta Music 
Study club to a close for the sea- 
son. Because of this fact and the 
added fact that the artist is ad- 
mired by so large a_number of con- 
cert goers in the city, the occasion 
will be a brilliant gathering.

Addressing a circular letter to 
employees of the Atlantic -Coast 
Line railway, President J. R. Ken- 
ly deals with the recent wage de- 
cision made by the railroad labor 
board in Chicago. Mr. Kenly calls 
upon the employees to give the de- 
cision their consideration, declar- 
ing this consideration to be neces- 
sary to the “general welfare of the 
railroads and the country.” 

The letter in full follows: 

“To Ali Employees Atlantic hine Rail- 


road Company: 

‘Om January 11, 1921, General W. W. 
Atterbury, vice president of the Pennsyi- 
vania -railroad, and chairman of the labor 
committee of the Association of Railway 
Executives, made a statement before the 
United States railroad labor board at Chi- 
cago, His statement is, in the opinion of 
this company, pregnant with facts that 
should be considered by every citizen of 
this country. 

‘he serious condition confronting the 
railroads today is vividly illustrated by the 
fact that, on the last four months, 
the payrolls of all the roads in the coun- 
try for the year 1920 amounted, approxi- 
mately, to $3,700,000,000 as against $1,700,- 
000,000 in 1917—an increase of $2,000,000, 
or 117.65 per cent. On the same basis the 
labor payrolls of the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad company amounted to $40,716,442.@2 
in 1920, as against $16,458,908.43 in 1917, 
an increase of $24,257,534.19, or 147.38 pei

Three or four strangers—agitated 
strangers in somber biack over- 
coats—crossed the moat of Amer- 
ongen castle late in the afternoon 
of November 28, 1918, a few days 
after the arrival of the kaiser. They 
bad been preceded to Amerongen 
by secret advices. The fugitive 
war lord knew they were coming. 
"He knew their errand. He was 
prepared. 

The three or four mysterious vis- 
itors were met at the train by 
Count Bentinck’s moter car and 
driven at high speed over the 
twenty-odd miles of road to the 
castle, 

They alighted silently and cross- 
ed the moat and were accorded 
prompt admittance to the castle. ' 

They were the first visitors who 
had been admitted since the kaiser 
and kis suite had entered the gates 
several days before. 

The stra ers did not even re- 
turn the hem greeting of the 
servants who lighted their way to 
the great staircase. They mounted 
the staircase hurriedly, but in an 
orderly, composed way, At the top 
of the staircase ancther servant 
awaited them. He ushered the men 
to the door of the suite of four 
rocmis occupied by tke kaiser. The 
strangers were admitted without 
parley. . Twenty minutes later 
the emperor of Germany, the over- 
lord of Prussia, the war lord of cen- 
tral Europe, the individual who was 
fond. of describing himself as one 
anointed by God, had affixed, with a 
flourish, his signature to his abdi- 
cation. 

Ironically enough, this document, 
the formal abdication of the throne 
of the German empire, bears the 
seal ofthe eniperor. 

It was the Jast time the seal was 
ever used. 

There was scant formality about 
the proceedings. 

There were .no genuflections to 
the imperial “presence,” nor kiss- 
ing of the hand, nor bending of the 
knee, of the three or four men in 
the black coats. 

Indeed, the whole 
was very informal. 

The signature dried, the three or 
four strangers withdrew. 

They were whirled back 
railway station. 


EX-KAISER INFORMS 


BENTINCK. 
They had been gone from the 


castle less than ten minutes before 
the ex-kaiser valked moodily down 
the grand staircase and sought 
Count Bentinck in the great library, 
a room directly beneath the suite 
occupied by the fugitive.

While I was in Ameraggen castle 
I inspected the room in which this 


dramatic history-making event ac- 


curred, 

The room in which the kaiser re- 
ceived the mysterious strangers and 
in. Which the abdication was type- 
written and signed, led off the-main 
gallery from whose walls dead 
makers of history, clad in robes pic- 
turesque and grandiose, looked 
down upon the living history-mak- 
ers, garbed so modestly, who came 
to the kalser’s apartments. 

Within the room into which the 
visitors were ushered, a narrow four- 
poster bed, its slender posts hung 
with beatitifyl blue-gray silk bro- 
cade, catches the eye. It has given 
rest to two of the most talked-of 
monarchs in history; for it was that 
used by Louis XIV in three out of 
the six weeks, beginning in May, 
1672, in which, with the great 
Conde anid Turenne, he conquered 
half the Netherlands. That was in 
the earlier days of his splendor, 
and, no doubt, taking into account 
the official bedroom receptions of 
those days, it figured in many a gay 
and glittering gathering, as well as 
grave and urgent councils. If furni- 
ture could speak—but we will allow 
each one Who looks upon it to make 
his own reflections on this link be- 
tween the two “L’etat c’est moi” 
rulers, one in the heydey of his 
pride, the other in the most morti- 
fying moment of his decline. 

Three windows.face you as you 
enter. In the recess of one of them 
stands a fine Buhl writing table, 
also faintly reminiscent of Louis 
Quartorze, for, of course, the type 
of furniture derives its name from 
Charles Andre Boule, ‘a cabinet- 
maker in the service of the Grande 
Monarque.

the chaos in Germany, where minor 
thrones were collapsing and old in

could not be foreseen, and the revo- 
lutionary ferment even in staid Hol- 
land was causing considerable, dis- 
quietude; and so no Better solution 
of the embarrassment which the ex- 
kaiser’s arrival had thrust upon the 
Dutch could be found than that he 
should remain as quietly as possible 
in the isolated and peacefyl resi- 
dence of Count Godard Bentinck 
until the situation cleared. 

, Perhaps the “three ays” was 
originally suggested by the fugitive 
himself; for, some time later, he re- 
marked musingly to his host, “How 
strange it is! I have until now 
never stayed in any man’s house for 
more than three days, and with you 
I have been for mont's!” 

But “peaceful” was a term that 
ceased to apply to Amerongen fo! 
the rest of November. Within the 
grounds the suite brought day-long 
bustle; without, in the village, every 
available room wag filled, and the 
innkeeper did a splendid trade. 
Motor cars dashed’ backwards and 
forwards, aeroplanes whirled over- 
head. 

On November 28, the swirl of ex- 
citement was intensified by the sud- 
den, unheralded arrival of the ex- 
kaiserin, a few hours after her bus- 
band had signed the formal waiver 
of his imperial rights.

EX-KAISERIN’S 
ARRIVAL. 

She had parted from her husband 
some weeks before the final crash— 
and as she tottered feebly into the 
castle on the supporting arm of the 
Countess Keller, her companion on 
the journey from Germany, 
seemed unable, at first, to grasp the 
full meaning of the fate that bad 
overtaken her. 

Neither her spirit nor her mate- 
rial strength seemed equal tv sus- 
tain the blow. 

She was taken at once to the 
rooms that the Count Bentinck had 
set aside for her, and she locked 
herself in, alone with her compan- 
‘ion, the Countess Keller, who had 
come to her as a sort of mistress 
of the robes at her marriage, and 
The 
ex-kaiserin did not emerge from 
these rooms for several days. 

It was not terror for her own 
safety that unnerved the ex-kaiserin 
in Amerongen. 

She feared for tl.e physical safety 
of her husband, and instead of di- 

inishing as-the days went on, this 
fear increased. I was told that for 
a long time afterward she started 
in alarm at any unusual noise. Dur 
ing the night she would lie in a per- 
petual clutch of dread, and I learned 
that she had a fixed idea the agents

Captain von Ilsemann, to whose 
wedding I had been bidden, .and 
which ceremony ‘I shall describe 
later on in thif series of articles. 
Captain von Ilsemann acted as 
the ex-kaiser’s adjutant. I shall 
have a great deal to say of him and 
his relations with the ex-kaiser, and 
may as well explain here now, 
though unknown to the court before. 
the war, he was drawn to his pres- 
ant pesition. 
Captain von Ilseman distinguished 
himself in action against the Rus- 
sians in Hast Prussia at the begin- 
ning of the war, and was in conse- 
quence appointed to the staff of 
Von Hindenburg. Von Hindenburg 
thought highly of Von Iisemann’s 
work in Russia, and in course of 
time made him the bearer of one of 
b's dispatches to the crown prince. 
Here, again, the young soldicr made 
a favorable impression. The crown 
prince thought he would make a 
uzeful counterpoise, in the retinue 
of his father, to the elderly sol- 
diers, diplomats and politicians by 


. whom he was surrounded, and sent 


him to main headquarters with a 
recommendation. 

In this way Von Ilsemann became 
an adjutant to the kaiser. 


VON ILSEMANN 


A CLEVER AID. 


Captain von Ilsemann is clever 
and energetic, and I found him to 
possess a gay, natural and wholly 
youthful disposition. The kaiser 
evidently found in this young officer 
a sort of tonic effect, for he has 
kept him in close attendance ever 
since he first met him. He accom- 
panied the imperial couple to Con- 
stantinople; and of this trip, by the 
way, he tells of his amusement at 
seeing the empress trying to stab 
with a. hatpin certain unpleasant in- 
sects that were crawling on the 
walls of the palace in which they 
were lodged. 


The anecdote is always finished 
with an ironic reference to “lese 
majeste’—which does not mean that 
young Captain von Ilsemann is at 
all disrespectful. It is simply that 
he enjoys a sense of humor that is 
quite unusual in German military 
officers. 

The day cdme, though, at Ameron- 
gen, when inquiries by curious offi- 
clals of the Dutch government made 
it evident that the suite of the exile 
must be radically reduced. Already. 
officers attached to the ex-kaiser’s 


military staff were disappearing, 
one by one. One would see a cer- 
tain high-ranking officer at the cas- 
tle today. Tomorrow his boxes and 
personal belongings would be rough- 
ly dumped into a van and whirled 
away to the railroad, and‘ene would 
see that particular officer no more. 
The es-kaiser witnessed the depar- 
tures, | was told, with gloomy resig- 
nation. Indeed, from the very be- 
ginning he seemed to sense the in- 
evitable part of it. The ex-kaiserin 
was much given to wringing her 
hands and bemoaning the injustice 
of her fate, although this was a 
totally unselfish attitude, I was as- 
sured,. She thought of her hushand 
only, 

Truly, no bourgeoise couple coyld 
be mere atiached than the ex- 
kaiser and his wife. And, although 
the world. may raise ita eyebrows 
and express surprise, it ig a fact 
that at Amerongen, William was as 
devoted and concerned as to the 
ex-kaiserin’s health and her gtate of 
mind ag the most loving husban‘4 
might be. Of course, there were 
little interludes—such as that of the 
pretty girl who skated on the moat 
o9eneath the ex-kaiser’s windows.

DENIES CONTEMPT 
FOR FOE, : 

But the ex-kaiser in Amerongen 
was quick to deny that he meant 
“contempt” of the Buglish soldiers 
when he used that word in express- 
ing his opinion of the English army 
in 1914. 

What he meant, he told Count 
Godard Bentinck, was that the Brit- 
ish army was very. small—contempt- 
ibly little—compared with conti- 
nental armies. “But,” he said, with 
a slightly rueful smile, “I learned 
it was not contemptible by any 
means.” . 

‘The British army was 
cent,” said Captain von Ilsemann, 
his confidential adjutant, repeating 
to me the. substance of the ex- 
kaiser’s continual references to the 
allied soldiérs. “How we admired 
them; and how—let me say so in all 
truthfulness—how we liked them!” 

He spoke of the ex-kaiser’s prac- 
tice during the war of sending for 
Englishmen who had done notable 
deeds, but had been captured, One 
had distinguishéd himself in the at- 
tack upon Zeebrugge. To him the 
kaiser as he then was) said he 
thought the attack on that base was 
one of the most brilliant exploits 
of the war. “Why did you do it?” 
he asked. “Just for a joke,” re- 
sponded the other. “How English!” 
was the amused rejoinder. 

During my stay at Amerongen last 
October for the wedding fete in 
which Captain von Ilsemann and 
the Countess Bentinck were the 
principal figures, I was regaled by 
the stories of the ex-kaiser’s con- 
his 
fortune, left zehind him in Ger- 
many. It may be that some of tle 
mysterious visitors who came to 
Amerongen, of whom I shall write 
more fully later on, fetched him 
private advices concerning the dan- 
ger to this enormous fortune. 

When the great war started the 
ex-kaiser’s income ‘amounted to 
22,000,000 marks a year. This, at 
the normal rate of exchange which 
then prevailed, amounted to about 
$5,500,000. This income was free of 
taxes, of course. That is one of the 
little privileges the kaiser enjoyed. 
He had more than 20,000,000 marks 
($5,000,000) in gold on deposit in 
banks throughout the empire. Three 
palaces in Berlin were owned pri- 
vately by the kaiser, and he also 
owned thirteen palaces in Potsdam. 
In other parts of the empire were 
scattered twenty-two palaces, vilias, 
lodges, etc., which he counted his 
private property. 

In the royal palace in Berlin, 
which the emperor did not claim as 
his own private property, were per- 
sonal belongings worth 20,.000760 
marks. 

The kaiser owned in Germany 

about 75,000 acres of forest land 
and more than 47,400 acres of good 
farm lands, all worked under the 
leasing method. This property 
fetched him an income of about 
$1,000,000 a year. 
- The value of the kaiser’s lanied 
property in Germany was more than 
$17,000,000, and the total of the Ho- 
henzollern fortune was estimated at 
175,006,000 marks, or neariy 444,- 
00,000, which made the Hohenzol- 
lerns rank In wealth with the Rock 
efellers, the Morgans and the Roths 
childs.

lously beautiful, Florida coast a lit- 
eral tidal wave of potent liquids 
that eventually sweeps north and 
south, east and west—with little or 
no semblance of interruption or 
hindrance—into the waiting glasses 
of those America has decreed must 
forever go alcoholically athirst. 
Gold Clinking for the Bahamian 
As in the Civil War Days. 

Not since the glorious blockade 
running days of 1865, when the fast 
disintegrating military power of the 
south pronounced the ending of the 
civil war, has the native Bahamian 
enjoyed the clink of so much gold 
as now is within his grasp. Then 
the ships that plied the tortuous 
channels of the Bahamas—thbere is 
only one that may escape the char- 
acterization—carried cotton in tons. 
Today they carry bottles of rum, of 
whisky, of gin, of beer, of cham- 
pagne, of cordials, of liquors, 

They are vintages and. distilla- 
tions that at once are the best and 
the worst the world can produce. 
And all are turned into American 
dollars—either in the Bahamas or 
once they réach, as they mostly do, 
the Fierida coast. For so small is 
‘the population of the islands, cays 
and rocks that make up the Ba- 
hamas that were the present sup- 
ply of booze held only for home 
consumption it’ would last perhaps 
more years than have passed since 
Columbus touched those shores. 

Ways that are queer, ships that 
are even more so and sources whose 
mystery defy the most painstaking 
seeking, along with men whose 
hardihood and contempt for danger 
and the laws of nations transcends 
even the notoriously unregenerate 


pursuits of their ancestors, contrib- °

can Blackbeard, Edward Teach, and 
his equally bloodthirsty compatriot 
in crime, Captain William Kidd— 
run daily, or weekly, or monthly, 
into the land where Ponce de Leon 
sought his Fountain of Perpetuai 
Youth, none hereabout is venture- 
some enough to estimate.

Florida Seds More Smuggling 
Than All Rest of Country. 


It requires but little effort to finc 
federal officials in Florida who are 
ready to estimate—insisting that if 
they err at all it is only upon the 
side of conservatism—that more 


booze is being run unhindered over 
the Florida coast than comes into 
the country from all other sources. 
They even admit without quibble 
that all the booze smuggled into the 
country across all other borders— 
Canada, Mexico, the north Atlantic 
and the whole Pacific coast—com- 
bined with all the moonshine manu- 
factured for sale in the country 
does not equal the alcoholic floods 
that come in over the palm lined 
sandy shores of the Florida penin- 
Sula, | 

Thus it is that the so-called won- 
der resort city of Miami, on the far 
southern coast of Florida; Palm: 
Beach, a little more than sixty 
miles up the coast; ‘ St. Augustine, 
with its touch of old Spain to pique 
the interest of the visitor; and even 
the inland and west coast resorts, 
where. tropic sunshine turns sea- 
sons topsy turvy for the northerner, 
are going boastfully about ambitious 
plans to meet the biggest influx of 
winter dodgers the Florida coasts” 
ever have known. 

Thus ‘t is too that on. the way 
down one learns, aboard ship or 
train, such commonplace truths as 
the one which informs the traveler 
that in Florida every hotel bellhop 
is a bartender; that when one seats 
himself in Royal Palm park, in 
Miami, he need not be too circum- 
spect in his conversation with the.

If one exudes the atmosphere of 
wealth there is a penalty to be 
paid. Nevertheless, if one appears 
cognizant of the figures bandied 
about by native Floridians the ini- 
tial quotation is likely to drop to 
about $60. Perhaps another hour of 
bargaining will drop it to the aver- 
age level, which for the standard 
brings smewhere between $48 and 
$55. | 

For this outlay one obtains bot- 
tles containing the untouched liq- 
uids bearing such names as Dewar’s, 
Haig & Haig, Old Bushmills, San- 
derson’s, Jamieson’s, White Horse, 
Black -and White, Canadian Club 
(frequently either diluted or faked} 
or even such old favorites in the 
United States as Mount Vernon, Old 
Taylor, Overholt and the rest—ex- 
cept that the rest are likely not 
genuine, since they are handled for 
sale mostly by the -poorer blacks of 


the back country, who have ways of 


their own of procuring labels that 
look genuine enough to the unini- 
tiated. 
Though smaller waves of\ alcoho! 
are break:ng upon the Florida coast 
by way of Key West, and using the 
other Florida Keys as _ stepping 
stones on their way from Cuba and 
the cguntries of Central’ and South 
Amerfea, and though the west 
coast cities of Tampa, St. Peters- 
burg and the like have a goodly part 
of their supply sm across the 
gulf of Mexico, by far the greater 
tide of the contraband rises and 
swells out of the Bahamas. 
Where Nature Provides Well, for 
Man Disagreeing With Volistead. 
There it is that nature has pro- 


vided. well for the man who dis 
agrees with prohibition in the 


United States and who is ready to 


spend a little; or much, as the case 
: best 


may be, te cireumyent the 


Volstead. Im her generosity nature 
has set down as thé Bahamas a 


group of nearly 700 islands stretch- 
ing over several hundred miles of 
tropic ocean. Not all of them are 
worthy of the name of island, only 
about thirty, in fact. The rest are 
cays, or rocks, with little or no 
habitation, with little or no vegeta- 
tion, but with many and frequent 
caves and ditches and holes to 
serve as admirable caches for the 
gold producing rum run upon them 
by the men: who. now infest their 
shores. 


The

adaptability of these cays or 
as hiding Places" is nothing 
new. The pirates who spread the 
fame, or infamy, of the Span‘sh 
Main ‘knew them well. They knew 
too that only the harbor which 
forms the approach to Nassau, on 
the big—comparatively—island of 
New Providence, provides a channe] 
for ships of draught greater than 
nine. feet. Many of the channels 
are entirely umnavigable: others 
are deep enough to permit only of 


the entrance of canoes or the queer- 


ly ‘constructed craft. sometimes 
used by the.mest backward of the 
natives of the most obscure of the 
islands. < Zs 


These natives are folk who seem 
to have been predestined to take a 
part in the new form of piracy. 
Their counterpart is at the so-called 
other end of the wire, dwellers upon 
the isolated an@ smaller of the 
Florida keys. They are called 
conchs, and most any one will say 
that an ordinary conch was born 
to ignore or to break laws. Frequent- 


ly he is the direct descendant of 


the retired pirate who settled upon 


the islands of the Bahames, or the 
Florida keys, well beyond pursuit, 


‘to enjoy the fruits of his crimes, 


Intermarriage has made of him 


a queer mixture, though frequently 


he is big and raw boned, as if Norse. 


blood entered ‘somewhere into his 
makeup, and mostly he is blond. 


why a conch should be blond, liv- 


ing as he does beneath suns that 


~~ 
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we 
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are more scorchingly hot only at 
the equator. But blond he is, and 
every one takes for granted that 
nothing about or concerning a 
conch is susceptible of explanation. 
Almost all that is known of him is 
that heredity has equipped him well 
as a bootlegger and that he gets his 
name from the fact that his lazy, in- 
dolent habits and refusal to -work 
except under the drive of great 
necessity has caused him to live 
upon the flesh of the conch, the 
shellfish whose stone-like covering 


was used by the ancients as trum- 


pets. 


#2 Where Legitimate Trade Ends - 


And the Smuggler Picks It Up. 


This is the setting into which 
runs the bootlegging craft carrying 
booze from all corners of the world. 
Legitimate trade sets it down in 
Quba, in any of the West Indies or 
the Windward Islands, Central or 
the. northern countries of South 
America. Even from Mexico some 
of it comes. But a great deal comes 
legitimately in trade to the Ba- 
hamas from Great Britain, of which 
the Bahamas are a colony. The 
sale of booze there is a thoroughly 
legal proceeding, but the smuggling 
of it onto the cays and rocks is not. 
That does not deter the conch. 


In squads and groups also resi- 
dents of the larger islands of the 
Bahamas, where such industries as 
the growing of pineapples, oranges, 
sponge fishing and some pearl div- 
ing flourish, go into Nassau, the 
principal market place, with the re- 
sult of their labors. They dispose 
of their belongings readily enough, 
for ships that call at the Bahamas 
are numerous now. More numerous 


-since American prohibition than they 


ever were before. And honest skip- 
pers command by no means all of 
them, 


Before the dawn of bone dry 
America these men pocketed the 
price obtained for the produce and 
scurried back to their island or cay 
homes. Now many of them wait 
about until they are able to close 
a deal for, usually, as many cases 
of whisky as their market ships can 
carry. Then they sail peacefully 
away and sell, at a profit, almost 
as soon as they reach home, the 
cargoes of booze, It is after this 
sale that the booze is in the first 
stage of being bootlegged* into the 
United States. Not many hours 
elapse before the booze is down 
among the unapproachable cays and 
rocks, awaiting the ingenious sys- 
tem by which both. British and 
American customs and smuggling 
barriers are beaten down, 


A ship on her way. up from any- 
where below the Bahamas, or down 
from anywhere north, carrying no 
liquor puts snugly and safely into 
port at Nassau. If she is engaged 
exclusively as a bootlegging craft 
she is almost certain to put Into 
port that her examination by the 
customs inspectors there may help 
provide an alibi if it is needed. 


Skippers Who “Listen to Reason” 
Set Sail With the Fading of Day. 


The British customs men go their 
way thoroughly and carefully. Clear- 
ance is a mere matter of form. 
There is no booze or other contra- 
band aboard, for America or any- 
where else. Then out again through 
the harbor steams the big ship, or 
little ship, as the case may be. If 


‘the skipper is honest, as a great 


many are—particularly those of the 
Ward Line and such others as car- 
ry tourists and freight through the 
West Indies and on to South Amer- 
ica—the ship proceeds on her way 
north or south and nothing more is 
heard from her. But if the skipper 
be one who has “listened to rea- 
son,” either in Nassau or any of, 
the other ports to the north or 
south, where the whisperings of the 
bootlegging agents rarely cease, he 
gets away from the port late in the 
afternoon. — y 

His going is watched by the 
whiskyteers with whom he is af- 
filiated, and then there is a scurry 
of messages out to the other islands 
or rocks where the bootleggers’ 
stores are cached. If the cache is 
any gfeat distance the approximate 
time of the dishonest skipper’s de- 


partare from Nassau has been des- 
patched hours. before, for travel 


\ { p 
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through the shallow channels is 
tortuous or worse. 

It-is dark or nearly so when the 
ships passes out of the harbor of 
New Providencé or Nassau, and it 
is dark always when the skipper 
drops his anchor well outside the 
three-m‘le limit. As has been thé 
case continually since January 1 a 
big, bright tropical moon is shim- 
mering down upon the _ waters, 
made irredescent by the coral floor 
of the ocean.-: 

As the ship rides at anchor, 
through the stillness of the 
tropic night comes sometimes the 
steady put-put of the modern motor 
boat; the wash of the blue waters 
against the freeboard of perhaps @ 
vessel of larger size, or even the 
steady swish of the paddles of the 
more primitive craft propelled by 
the uneducated island natives. 


-These native boats, some of them, 


jump all the way back through the 
centuries until they are little more 
than the tree hollowed into a canoe, 
such as were used by the indians, 
or crude imitations of the ships of 
the early white settlers on this side 
of the water. 

Alongside the silent, waiting ship 
go these boats, sometimes one, 
sometimes as many as six or seven, 
or even more, often so many that 
the task of transferring their load 
of booze to the deck of the dishonest 
skipper’s. shfp consumes the hours 
well along to midnight. Then as si- 
lently as they came out from the 
unlighted, mostly uninhabited is- 
lands, rocks or cays the island boot- 
leggers recede again into the dark- 
ness and are gone. Their pay is re- 
ceived from the Bahama representa- 
tives of the bootleggers when their 
craft puts in again to the Bahama 
shores. 


Ocean Deeps Hold the Secret 
of Many a Disappearance. 


Though weather conditions since 
the first of the year have been per- 
fect for such work it is not always 
so and more than one mysterious 
disappearance of native Bahamians 
has its/ explanation locked at the 
bottom /of the sea or behind the 
sealed Jips of the men of the ships 
with 6m he was carrying on his 
illicit: 


f the small boats’ contents 

upon the deck of the bootleg- 

ship before her skipper .has 
hef/ under way. The booze has 
come aboard in sacks, which have 
the) shape of small pyramids. There 
aré four bottles in the bottom layer 
of the sack. The sacks are some- 
times of a rubber and cloth tissue, 
but more /frequently any. strong 
cloth serves the purpose. 

Only three*bottles form the sec 
ond layer and they are inserted 
neck downward between the up 
standing necks of the first bottles 
to enter the. sack. The next row 
contains only two bottles and final- 
ly a single bottle fits in at the up- 
per edge of the sack. Then the top 
of the sack is drawn and tied very 
tightly—the tighter it is tied the 
more firmly the single bottle form- 
ing the apex of the pyramid is 
pressed down to hold securely those 
beneath it. 


Three important Operations 
While the Ship Speeds to Port. 


Three things are being done as 
the ghip with the booze, sometimes 


aS many as a hundred cases, ploughs 


her course swiftly, straight toward 
the Florida coast, all the way from 


50 to 100 or 150 miles, according to 
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the spot where she received her 
precious load from the whiskyteers. 
First, the agents in the Bahamas, 
by a means impossible of discovery 
at least to the correspondent, are 
informing their Florida confederates 
of the successful departure of the 
treasure ship. 

Next the crew of the ship carry- 
ing the contraband liquid get to 
work attaching long strings—vary- 
ing in length from six Jo even ten or 
twelve feet—to the tied end of the 
sacks. And, last, a generous sized 
cork or sponge or other material 
that is certain to float, be it a block 
of wood or other such substance, is 
tied to the free end of this string. 


' Then the second bootlegging group 


are prepared for their last connec- 
tion with the illicit transaction ex- 
cept, eventually, for the collection 
and distribution of their share of 
the profit taking. 

It is not yet daylight when the 
big ship with its argosy of spirits 
arrives just outside the three-mile 
limit somewhere off the coast of 
Florida. The spot may be any- 
where from north of Jacksonville to 
off Key West, according to the in- 
structions of the Florida bootleg- 
gers. 

It happens frequently, as when 
delivery is called for in the neigh- 
borhood of Jacksonville, or at Key 
West at the other end of the long, 
mostly desolate Florida coast, that 
a whole day or even longer is re- 
quired for the ship to carry her 
load. There is more danger of de- 
tection in these cases than where 
the straight run is made, say to the 
neighborhood of either Palm Beach, 
Miami or intermediate points. 


Smaller Boats Quick to Meet 
The Ship Laden With Liquor. 

Arrived at the designated spot 
the ship rarely has long to wait in 
the dark for the signal that an- 
nounces the arrival of the smaller 
boats to which the booze is to be 
transferred. This is accomplished 
quickly and easily in good weather; 
with considerable danger and fre- 
quent injury or loss of life in bad 
biows or rough séas. Then the 
ship, free of her illicit burden, pro- 
ceeds peacefully along her way to 
her next port of call without the 
slightest trace of suspicion attach- 
ing to her. She never has appeared 
within sight of land with any of 
the contraband aboard. 

Still under cover of darkness the 
tinier vessels that have received the 
precious burden skim inside the 
three-mile limit. These craft are 
piloted by men who knéw every inch 
of the inland waters. As they ap- 
proach land, and when the proper 
depth of water is reached, the sacks 
are taken one by one and lowered 
gently over the sides of the smaller 
craft. There is a slight splash, a 
ripple and the sack sinks to the 
bottom. 

On goes the little bobbing vessel, 
perhaps a hundred yards or so.

Most of the ships participating in 
this sort of trade are freighters, 
some steam, some schooners, a good 
many tramps. Their crews are a 
rough lot, rowing frequently, and 
well versed in the old chant that 
places fifteen men on a dead man’s 
chest. Drink and the devil has done 
for many of these, but those that 
remain never were more prosper- 
ous in their carefree, criminal lives. 

While the price of the bootlegged 
booze varies outrageously once it 
gets into the United States, it re- 
mains about stationary in Nassau. 
In the main port of the Bahamas 
all the standard brands go to the 
bootleggers or their secondary gath- 
erers of the stuff at from $36 to 
$45 a case, according to the brand. 
These prices rise once the outlying 


islands are reached, despite the fact 


that the sale of liquor there is en- 
tirely legitimate. 

As Miami waxes strong now upon 
the patronage of winter sojourners 
from the north, so Bimini in the 
dawn of bone wetness extends an 
alcoholic arm across the gulf stream, 
and quite regularly little ships— 
and sometimes airplanes that do not 
claim Miami as their home port— 
put ashore well saturated persons 
who turn up later to add to the 
worries of police court justices. For 
intoxication these days is by no 
means an unknown charge to be 
placed against prisoners in Miami. 
Indeed, it is a charge that is more 
than ordinarily common. 

Instead of shores of dreary waste 
and occasional palm tree excursion- 
ists look now upon the modern club- 
house of the Bimini Bay Rod and 
Gun club, which is extensively ad- 
vertised across the waters in Miami 
for the delectation of America’s 
tired, or retired, or dry, business 
man, his wife and his friends. And 
stretching away across the island 
beyond the clubhouse some have 
seen a queer looking structure, tar- 
paulin covered, rising in rows and 
columns and made up of square 
box-like units. 

it is a structure of whisky, des- 
tined—well, the ways of Bimini are 
‘as much a mystery as is its sudden

There are those who in recent 
months have counted these rows of 
cases of whisky and then multiplied 
the results, to arrive at the conclu- 
sion that it requires in the neigh- 
borheod of 165,000 cases of booze 
to make up the whole structure. 
And on the face of the boxes there 


the 


is not lacking a single one of the 


brand names that, exhibited on 
Broadway today, would cause noth- 
ing lesa than a riot. 

When, how or whence came the 
vast amount of American stock that 
is there--such brands as Sunny- 
brook, Green Briar, Wilson, even the 
old faithful idol of the Sixth avenue 
bar (at 10 cents a drink once) 
known as Okalona, is not to be 
learned for the asking. That it was 
there is enough, but it was disap- 
pearing fast. Sufficient, you are 
told, that for the asking you may 
partake at prices, according to the 
place selected for the drinking, rang- 
ing from 10 to 25 cents. 

Certainly Bimini’s tide of pros- 
perity is not upon the ebb. Neither 
ia it yet upon the flood, but only a 
few days more and the winter sea- 
son will be in full glow in Miami 
and the other nearby coast resorts 
in Florida. Primarily, the Rod and 
Gua club is what its name implies, 
and its advertisements feature the 
genuine sport to be had toying with 
the game fish of the gulf stream. 


‘But even United States Attorney 


Howell, for the district embracing 
Miami, knows the difference be- 
tween Broadway's fish and those of 
the gulf stream. 

While the further one gets in 
Florida from Bimini, the greater 
becomes the reputation as a booze 
supply station for Miami and its 
environs, it is likely there is less 
potent liquid smuggled from there 
into Florida than from any other of 
the Bahama Islands from where the 
stuff is run across the prohibited 
shores. Bimini has its own advan- 
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came fhevitable, and from which 
followed the conversations and in- 
cidents I shall describe later on. 
As is usual] in Holland and in 
Germany, great preparations were 
made for-the observance of the fes- 


tival, There, as in England, carol 
singing is-one of the features of 
Christmas. The village choir gave 
a little entertainment, at which one 
of the chief numbers was the famil- 
iar German hymn, -“Stille Nacht, 
Heilige Nacht.”

but its natives have chosen far the 
most part to have those who would 
partake of it come and do so.

Still, District Attorney Howell and 
Chief Dillon, of the Miami police 
force, are wondering together how 
it came about that the Bahamas,«eof 
all the places in the wide world, 
should be exempted from the pass- 
port regulations of: the United 
States. Of course, they recognize 
the closeness of the Bimini Bay Rod 
and Gun club and the desire of a 
good many Americans to take ad- 
ventage of the opportunities it af- 


. fords. 


Getting a drink in Miami em- 
braces about the same difficulty as 
obtaining hotel accommodations, 
which is mainly a question of price. 
To all intents and purposes, Miami, 
so far as a casual drink of booze 
is eoncerned, is unaffected by Mr. 
Volstead and all his works 
pomps. Of course, it is not ped- 
dled openly in the streets, but the 
peddlers are there and it is only the 
delivery that is done carefully and 
under cover of darkness and secrecy.
